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MEETING OF THE COTTON OIL 
TRUST. 


One week from to-day is the date set 
for the regular annual meeting of the 
American Cotton Oil Trust. This 
meeting and the statement which will 
then be submitted to the certificate hol- 
ders are looked forward to with even 
greater interest than attended the cor- 
responding events of last year. The 
meeting of 1887 was,it must be acknowl- 
edged, very unsatisfactory both dur- 
ing its progress and in its results. In. 
stead of dispelling the feverish 
atmosphere of mystery which then 
enveloped the enterprise, that 
oceasion only served to  deep- 
en it. The report presented was 
wretchedly inadequate and the man- 
ner of its presentation was utterly 
lacking in candor. The figures given 
were fair enough on their face, but 
necessary explanations were evaded or 
entirely withheld and the whole pro- 
ceedings intensified the suspicions of 
ungenuineness and insincerity which 
were already rife in regard to the 
Trust, and in spite of the prematurely 
declared dividend sunk still lower its 
already depreciated securities. 

For the coming meeting there is 
good ground for hoping that an en- 
tirely different course will be pur- 
sued and that contrary results will fol- 
low. Ever since the organization of the 
new management, public confidence in 
the Trust has steadily strengthened. 
The competition so much dreaded in 
anticipation has been met with entire 
success and its continued prosperity as 
a manufacturing business has removed 
all reasonable doubts of its. stability. 
Apparently all that remains necessary 
toestablishi ts welfare upon the solidest 
basis can be accomplished at the com- 
ing meeting. But this demands entire 
franknesson the part of the manage- 
ment. Foronceat least certificate hol- 
ders must be accorded the fullest and 
most detailed information which they 
may require. In no other way can the 
unfortunate results of past errors be re- 
moved. Full knowledge of the worst 
as well as the best can alone beget full 
confidence; and even on this basis we 
believe the forthcoming report must be 
a gratifying and creditable one. It is 
to the credit of the present officers that 
their policy thus far gives every reason 
to expect a full, clear and unreserved 
report which is not only the right of 
the certificate holders butis so plainly 
for the best interests of the Trust. 
++. 


THE TARIFF BILL PASSED. 


During the past week the considera- 
tion of the remaining clauses of the 
Mills bill was completed and the para- 
graphs which had been passed over 
also received attenton. The only 
change made which is of special inter- 
est to our readers was the reduction of 
the duty on Paris green to twelve and 
one-half per cent. ad valorem. This 
was evidently intended for political 
effect, as showing the solicitude of the 
legislators for the interests of the farm- 
ing interest. On Saturday last the 
completed bill was submitted to the 
House for final action and was prompt- 
ly passed by a majority of thirteen, 
162 members voting in favor of the 
bill and 149 against it. The announce- 
ment that the bill would be presented 
for final action insured a large attend- 
ance and the interest shown attested 
the importance with which tariff legis- 
lation is regarded. Before taking the 
vote Mr. Mills spoke in favor of the 
bill, consuming the hour at his dis- 
posal under the rules of the House, 
but in which he stated nothing new or 
produced no argument not already 
worn threadbare in the previous tedi- 





ous debate on the several provisions of 


the bill. After weeks of debate the 
House has at length passed a bill 
which can be regarded as but little 


more satisfactory than was the one 
presented to it as the report of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, and 
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which contains nearly all the incon- 
sistencies and other objectionable fea- 
tures which have been pointed out 
and commented upon in these col- 
umns. The supporters of the bill, 
with this majority of thirteen, may be 
proud of their achievement, but the 
effects already apparent should con- 
vince the majority that the bill passed 
is not a wise or beneficent tariff 
measure. 

The prospects of the bill just passed 
by the House of Representatives be- 
coming alaw have not improved, al- 
though the bill has successfully passed 
another stage inits journey. Thatthe 
bill in its present form cannot pass in 
the Senate is conceded. A _ bill is in 
course of preparation, and will prob- 
ably be submitted to the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee during the present 
week, which aims at a complete re- 
vision of the tariff and internal reve- 
nue laws. Whether the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee will complete and 
the Senate discuss and pass an amend- 
ment in the nature of a substitute for 
the ‘‘Mills bill” before the adjourn- 
ment of Congress is uncertain, but 
strong efforts will no doubt be made 
to commit the Senate to some definite 
action. It may be too much to expect 
of the Senate for that body to accom- 
plish in a few weeks what it has taken 
the House nearly nine months to con- 
sider and dispose cf. A majority of 
the members of the Finance Comumit- 
tee are said to be in favor of an effort 
to bring the substitute forward, pass it 
before the adjournment, and let it be 
sent to a committee of conference, 
whose report shall be acted upon in 
December. This course would prob- 
ably give us a revised tariff law next 
year. There need now be no fear that 
the ‘Mills bill” or any other substi- 
tute or supplementary tariff law will 
be enacted during the present session 
of Congress. 
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THE WINDOW GLASS TRADE. 


The American manufacturers of win- 
dow glass are disposed to take a gloomy 
view of the future ot their industy, 
being impelled thereto by the threat- 
ened reduction of import duties as ad- 
vocated by the bill which has just 
passed the House of Representatives. 
President Bodine, who no doubt 
voices the sentiments of a majority of 
the members of the National Window 
Glass Association, in an interview just 
after the close of the recent convention 
of the manufacturers in this city, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the window 
glass industry in this country would be 
wiped out of existence if the changes in 
the tariff proposed by the Mills bill 
were made. In his address delivered 
before the association on Wednesday 
Mr. Bodine gave careful consideration 
to the tariff question so far as it affects 
window lass, and presented figures to 
show that nobody but the foreign man- 
ufacturers would be benefited by the 
proposed reduction while its effects 
upon the revenue of the Government 
would be to defeat the aim of the Mills 
bill, since the increase of imports which 
must necessarily follow the shutting 
down of American works, would iney- 
itably tend to increase the revenue. 

This is certainly an alarming condi- 
tion of affairs for the American glass 
manufacturers to face unless their fears 
have been greatly magnified, or the 
utterances credited to Mr. Bodine and 
other representative manufacturers 
have been made with the hope of influ- 
encing the action of Congress. It is 
only reasonable to expect that the rep- 
resentatives of an industry which has 
assumed such magnificent proportions, 
as the manufacture of window glass, 
under the present tariff, should seek 
by every means at their command to 
retain whatever advantages that tariff 
has given them, but we should hesi- 
tate to attribute to the president of 
their association or any member of it 
motives that were not the result of

actual convictions. If, therefore, it is 
to be found that the foreboding of the 
future indicated by Mr. Bodine’s ad- 
dress, and subsequent remarks to re- 
porters, is to be borne out, the pro- 
posed revision of the tariff will have 
greater interest for American consum- 
ers than they have heretofore ex- 
pressed in it. 

After looking at this darkly painted 
picture the manufacturers may be able 
to derive some comfort and encour- 
agement from the fact that for the 
next fire at least they need have no ap- 
prehensions of interrupted business 
during the busy season, by striking 
employes. At the recent conference of 
representatives of the Western manu. 
facturers and the workers, a mutual 
understanding was reached by which 
work is to be resumed in the fall on the 
basis of the wages paid at the last fire. 
This isa happy medium between the 
advance in wages demanded by the 
workers and the reduction at first in- 
sisted upon by the manufacturers. 
The Eastern districts will probably 
follow this example in a few days, and 
work will be resumed after the sum- 
mer vacation with the best of feeling 
on both sides. There is a bare possi- 
bility that trouble may ensue if the 
manufacturers adhere to their deter- 
mination not to resume operations on 
September ist unless the accumulated 
stock is materially reduced in the in- 
terim, as the workers are anxious to 
begin promptly. However, there is 
little probability of friction on this 
point. Since the question of tariff re- 
duction first mooted, the em- 
ployes seem to have more fully appre- 
ciated that their interests and those of 
the manufacturess are in some points 
identical, and are less disposed to make 
trouble.

SODA ASH AND CAUSTIC SODA. 


The past six months has been a pe- 
riod of great depression in soda ash 
and caustic sodain the English market, 
judging from the periodical reports 
from Liverpool and Neweastle. We 
are without the usual statistics of ship- 
ments, as the compilers have stopped 
issuing them, but basing our opinions 
on the reports above referred to it is 
fair to assume that a comparison of 
British exports of these commodities 
for the first six months of the current 
year with those for the corresponding 
period in 1887 would show a material 
falling off, though on the other hand 
it is asserted that the consumption of 
these commodities is notonly large but 
increasing. Whichever view is correct 
the fact remains that the English man- 
ufacturers as a rule have found the 
business anything but profitable dur- 
ing the past few years, and so far from 
improving in this respect it seems to be 
gradually growing worse. 

With regard to soda ash the depres- 
sion of prices is due to overproduction 
in the first instance, but more particu- 
larly to the fact that the manufactur- 
ers employing the old methods cannot 
produce the article as cheaply as those 
using the ammonia process and cannot 
compete with the latter except by sac- 
rificing all profit and, may be, in some 
cases losing money. ‘This of course is 
on the supposition that the old process 
manufacturers have no other products 
out of the profits on which they can 
equalize expenses, and this seems at 
present to be the case with many of 
them. ‘The position of the Neweastle 
manufacturers, in this regard, appears 
to be,if it is not really, worse than that 
of their Liverpool competitors, From 
reliable source it is learned that many 
of the former contemplate abandoning 
this branch of their business, devoting 
their attention for the future to more 
profitable products, One of the largest 
of these Newcastle manufacturers has 
already stopped making ash, and will 
hereafter devote his attention to caus- 
tic soda, 

This departure, to an outsider, looks 
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are increased, Russian oil threatens to 
come into competition with American 
oil where the latter has heretofore en- 
joyed a complete monopoly. 

Of the suecess which has attended 
the introduction of Russian oil into the 
markets of England, a writer in a re- 
eent issue of the London Grocer says : 
‘‘There is no denying the fact that 
Russian petroleum, be its character or 
sterling merits what they may, has 
grown rapidly in favor with consumers 
wherever it has been introduced, and 
as it has nearly always been lower in 
price than its great American rival, it 
has been imported in increasing quan- 
tities ever since it first came here.” In 
considering the prices ruling for Amer- 
ican and Russian petroleum in the Lon- 
don markets the same writer remarks: 
‘The disparity in prices between the 
two descriptions here shown adds force 
to the assertion that the Muscovite 
burning oil is gaining ground, whilst 
the Pennsylvanian kind is losing it; 
and, ignore it as they may, the Ameri- 
eans cannot resist the conviction that 
the golden harvest which they reaped 
in former prosperous days, when 
theirs was the only mineral oil 
that was known to the commer- 
cial world, is being largely shared 
by a competitor who is powerful 


very much like jumping out of the fry- 
ing pan intothe fire. Over production 
has affected the caustie soda market 
much as ash has been affected by this 
eause. There has been a steady shrink- 
age in values and the tendency is 
steadily downward. It no longer pays 
to produce the lower tests, because of 
their diminishing consumption. ‘The 
lower prices have placed the higher 
tests within the reach of consumers, and 
the result is that the number of con- 
sumers of sixty percent. caustic, in 
this country at least, may now be count- 
ed on the hand, while even seventy per 
cent. is giving place to stronger tests. 

England is finding in Germany a for- 
midable competitor for the Continent- 
al trade, or at least one promising to 
become formidable in course of time, 
andin the near future American pro- 
ducers may take much of her trade in 
this country, just as they have dimin- 
ished her American market for soda 
erystals. The outlook does not appear 
to be encouraging for the British man- 
ufacturers and unless a radical change 
in their condition occurs soon we may 
expect to hear that many have gone 
out of the business and turned their 
attention to bleaching powder or some 
other profitable commodity.

Late advices from Russia bring par- 
ticulars of the increasing exports of 
Muscovite illuminating oil to ports in 
the far East, which were formerly ex- 
elusively supplied with the American 
product, and the inroads on our trade 
being made in the Continental and 
English markets.

An increase 
is here shown of over 250 per cent. in 
the shipments of 1886 compared with 
1883. That the shipments did not 
show a still larger increase is attrib- 
uted to the engineering difficulties met 
with from time to time, to the high 
railroad freight rates, and the insuf- 
ficiency of tank cars. Much of the in- 
ereased shipments, induced by the 
possiblility of quick transit, was di- 
verted to the old water route via the 
Volga. Up to 1886 the water route 
monopolized the oil business,ninety to 
ninety-two per cent. going that way. In 
1886, however, only seventy-two per cent, 
went by water, the remainder going by 
the railway. Lately there has been an 
addition to the fleet of tank steamers, 
and the last half of the present year is 
expected to show a very large increase 
in exports. The stock of petroleum in 
Russia at the opening of 1886 was 40,- 
000,000 gallons, and the production in 
that year was 115,000,000 gallons. The 
consumption was 80,000,000 gallons, 
leaving a stock on January 1, 1887, 
of 75,000,000 gallons. The stock 
held by Nobel Brothers in Russia 
was 16,500,000 gallons crude petro- 
leum on April 1. In the presence of 
such stocks prices were naturally much 
depressed. The exports of petroleum 
in 1886 from Batoum were 54,216,460 
gallons, against 31,943,890 gallons in 
1885, 18,273,525 gallons in 1884, and 
6,241,070 gallons in 1883. The increase, 
it will be seen, was not only rapid but 
well maintained. Turkey, Austria, 
Roumania, Italy and India were the 
principal purchasers of Russian petro- 
leum in 1886.

THE BRIMSTONE MARKET, 

A review of the brimstone market 
for the past few months shows that 
wide fluctuations have occurred in 
spot prices owing to aiternate periods 
of searcity and plenty. The quota- 
tions for futures have also varied to a 
considerable extent, though not so 
much as in the case of spot brimstone, 
In Sicily the position of the article has 
fora long time been a very firm one 
on account of the excessive rates of 
ocean freights, but as these rates are 
now approeching their normal level, 
owing to the need of brimstone for 
ballast experienced by shippers in 
making up fruit and other cargoes, 
prices are not so high at the primary 
sources as a short time ago. A 
few weeks sincefreight-room for brim- 
stone commanded eighteen shillings 
and this figure still has to be paid on 
full cargoes of this commodity, though 
lots taken as ballast would now only 
pay about eight or ten shillings. The 
payment of high prices for the trans- 
portation of such a comparatively 
cheap article prevents business, and it 
is said that shippers have lost one to 
two dollars a ton on nearly all recent 
shipments in consequence of these high 
freights.

The range of prices in the spot mar- 
ket is represented by twenty-four 
dollars for seconds as the highest ex- 
treme for large quantities and about 
twenty dollars as the lowest,covering a 
period of about thirty days. At present 
spot brimstone in large lots is not worth 
much more than futures for the reason 
that the arrivals of late have been 
heavy, and nearly every consumer and 
dealer is well supplied. Speculation 
in brimstone is not so-popular as it 
once was, the former experience of 
those inclined to dealings of that char- 
acter having been very unsatisfactory. 
Last year there was a great deal of 
speculation, but as a rule those who 
went into it had reason to regret their 
rashness. In June last year the lowest 
point in the history of this commodity 
was touched, but the market rested 
there for a few days only, and some 
very handsome profits might have 
been made if the speculators had 
taken the market at the right time.

There is now little room for specula- 
tion in brimstone. Consumers have 


by contracting for supplies far in ad- 
vance of the time at which they will 
need them, and, on the other hand, 
the Sicilian commission men—those 
who receive the brimstone from the 
mines on advances to the producers— 
do not offer to sell for forward delivery 
as freely as they did in former years. 
The latter are more independent, as 
their financial condition is better than 
it was a year ago, when they were recoy- 
ering from the effects of the financial 
crisis which swept over Sicily in 1887. 
Under their present condition they 
can afford to hold their brimstone, 
and it may be many years before such 
low prices as have been ruling in the 


It is certainly time the United States 
Government made an example of some 
of its dishonest ex-employes who have 
turned opium smugglers.

The in- 
tending bribers have before been 
mentioned in connection with opium 
smuggling, and if the testimony of the 
men they approached is not deemed 
of sufficient weight to secure their 
conviction, some of the superfluous 
Government detectives might be em- 
ployed, profitably, to watch these 
men and secure enough evidence to 
land them in jail. We warrant they 
would not have to be shadowed long. 
There is room for more energy and 
determination to be shown in the 
breaking up of the opium ring, and if 
the present officers are incompetent or 
unwilling to do their duty, they 
should be removed, from the highest to 
the lowest, to make’ room for more 
competent and honest men.

REPEALING THE OLEOMARGARINE 
LAW. 


There is every indication that the 
oleomargarine law will have a brief 
career, as the sentiment has materially 
changed in Washington during the 
past few weeks and it is the general 
belief that next year will see the in- 
dustry untrammeled by such iniqui- 
tous class legislation which has been 
foisted upon the public under false 
pretenses. The failure of the recent 
effort to bring about a repeal by ad- 
ding an amendment to the tariff Dill 
to that effect, has no significance as 
its rejection was the result of the gen- 
eral desire to prevent irrelevant mat- 
ters from being incorporated in the 
tariff bill. A straight vote upon the 
question independent of other inter 
ests will demonstrate the revolution in 
feeling toward oleomargarine. It is 
acknowledged that a grievous mistake 
has been committed and members o 
Congress are ready to place then} 
selves on record as favoring a butter 
substitute and giving the manufac- 
turers as much license as the makers of 
the genuine article. It is a question 
of protecting the farming interests at 
the expense of a legitimate industry 
and it is purposed to give all parties 
fair play,a policy that has been denied * 
the oleomargarine men, 

A repeal of the law would infuse 
new life into the crippled industry 
and cause work to be resumed in the 
idle factories, besides encouraging fresh 
enterprises. Oleo and cotton oils 
would also feel the stimulation in 
trade, resulting in a general feeling of 
prosperity and more satisfaction. The 
present law can never be considered 
perfect asa revenue measure, and its 
miserable failure as a prohibitory stat- 
ute, is a sad reflection on its framers 
Its repeal is demanded in justice to 
the manufacturers and consumers who 
have been swindled out of their rights

the movement to organize the trade 
for purposes of self protection, is meet- 
ing with encouragement, but there is 
a hesitancy among the larger concerns 
to commit themselves to any definite 
policy for the reason probably that no 
well defined plan has been marked out 
for action. Some opposition is mani- 
fested to a combination for regulating 
production and prices, but the objec- 
tionable features are eradicated from 
the proposition of.

There are many trade organizations 
for mutual benefit which they could 
pattern after without revealing secrets 
of their business or including the ob- 
Jectionable features. The Window 
Cilass Association for instance has been 
in existence for years, and been produc- 
tive of such good results that it has 
grown in influence and numbers un- 
tilnow the zenith of its prosperity has 
been reached and the members consider 
the association indispensable. Then 
there are the paint, oil and varnish 
clubs in different cities which are very 
useful in correcting trade evils and 
diffusing valuable information.

A plan of proceedure should 
be printed and circulated among the 
manufacturers for their acceptance or 
rejection, and when suggestions have 
been received from the majority, a 
meeting of the trade could be held for 
permanent organization. The subject 
is ripe for action and now isthe golden 
opportunity if itis intended to prose- 
cute the mission to a successful issue. 


A meeting of the principal lead producers 
of Europe was recently held in Paris, attended 
by German, Spanish and English producers, 
representing nearly half of the lead produc- 
tion of Europe. Various propositions for im- 
proving the position of the lead trade were 
considered. Those which found most favor 
were (1) for a voluntary reduction in the 
production of lead, and (2) for centralizing 
the sales of lead in each country in the hands 
of some strong financial house. A commis- 
sion was appointed to prepare a report for 
submission to a future meeting on the practi- 
cability of carrying out these proposals, which

constantly a steady stream, and the flow can- 
not be controlled atall. The yield cannot be ac- 
curately estimated, but it is placed at from 
7,000 to 10,000 Larrels a day. The well will 
probably produce about 3,000 barrels per day 
Another well on the 
same farm is producing about 1,000 barrels, It 
was drilled several months ago.

OILS. 

For prime lard oil the local market may be 
quoted as fairly firm at about 58@59c, with in- 
ferior grades in about the same position as 
they have occupied for the last fortnight. In- 
quiry from the East is only moderate, and for 
purposes of export the demand is compara- 
tively flat. Stocks are very light; pressers 
seem disposed to confine their output within 
limits sufticiently contracted to meet the re- 
quirements of what may be called, on the 
whole, a rather languid business for a recog- 
nized staple. In one word, there is just enough 
oil being expressed to meet consumers’ present 
wants, and at the same time there is not 
enough demand for stearine to stimulate over 
production. A notable “solidifying” of lard 
during the past few days has, perhaps, not 
been without its influence in imperting steadi- 
ness of tone to the market in oil. 

The exports of oleo from Chicago this week 
foot up about 1,900 tierces, or within 100 tierces 
of the total reported sales of American oleo in 
Dutch markets during the past week.

CHICAGO, July 21, 1888. 

While the inquiry for linseed oil is decidedly 
moderate and confined to a demand for small 
lots, sellers report itas fully equal to the av- 
erage for the season of the year. We are by 
no means, however, witnessing a July busi- 
ness,proportionate to the predictions of those 
who prognosticated an unwonted accession of 
business in midsummer owing to a season two 
months delayed. Light as the demand is, 
however, it is active enough to absorb all the 
oil in sight, and there is discernible no reason 
to alter in any respect the estimate sent you 
one week ago; in other words, there is every 
reason to suppose that “the season”—that 
rather vague, somewhat undefined, and toler- 
ably indeterminate period—will close with 
empty tanks in fully % per cent of the West- 
ern—the percentage being based upon ca- 
pacity. 

Svidences of adearth of oil all through the 
West are multiplying. Managers of the Trust 
frankly admit a paucity of stocks, and I am 
credibly informed that the “independents” 
are in no better position. In Ohio, unless well 
authenticated information is entirely at fault, 
there is almost literally no oil, and producers 

are reported to have entered the market as 
buyers with a view to meeting customers’ de- 
mands. 

In this market prices are well maintained, 
but noapproaching advance casts its shadow 
before it. Out of town offerings then are 
practically none. It is said that bids of 48¢ 
are being solicited, but it isa question whcth- 
er they - would be accepted, even if made. At 
all events, no sales at those figures are report- 
ed by brokers, ,

If he refiects he will dis- 
cover that no charge of adulteration has been 
made by us against any manufacturer of paris 
green. The article was written solely for the 
purpose of correcting a false impression that 
had got abroad, to the effect that some manu- 
facturer was violating his pledge to buyers,by 
putting adulterated paris green upon the mar- 
ket. We expressly stated that a quantity of

W. Calef’s remarkable statement published in 
your issue of July 4th that “it is impossible to 
manufacture caustic soda in this country,” 
and “not a pound of this article has been made 
here for the past 25 years.” 

Confirming Mr. Armstrong’s statement of 
the production of this article in the eastern 
States, I would add that for the past two years 
the chemical works in this city have been man- 
ufacturing caustic soda, soda ash, glaubers 
salts,and dehydrated glauber salts from the 
natural soda deposits of Wyoming Territory, 
and at this date are supplying the Western 
markets with these goods. The glass work in 
this town depend entirely upon the produc- 
tion of salt cake here, and during this year 
bottle works and window glass works will be 
erected at Colorado Springs and at Cheyenne, 
on account of their proximity to the manu- 
facture of the soda salts required in their bus- 
iness. 

Mr. Calef is also probably ignorant of the 
fact that for years past soda, mainly in the 
form of soda ash, has been manufactured at 
Ragtown, Nevada, from the soda lakes there, 
and that the borax manufacturers in southern 
Nevada depend entirely upon the production 
of native soda ash at Schurz, Nevada, for their

Two Suits in favor of Parke, Davis & 


Co. 

The suit of the Rumford Chemical Works, 
against three firms for selling an acid phos- 
phate made by Parke, Davis & Co., has been 
decided in favor of the latter by a Baltimore 
court, onthe ground that descriptive words 
cannot be patented. According to this find- 
ing any firm can make acid phosphates and sell 
them as such, Parke, Davis & Co. made a pro- 
per defense in the suit and protected their 
customers who are now privileged to handle 
the acid phosphate in question without fear of 
legal restraints. The case has been lingering 
onthe calendar for two or three yearsand 
there is rehef over its termination. 

Some time ago, Parke, Davis & Co. entered 
suit against Dundas Dick & Co. for infringing 
their patent in making empty capsules. A 
New York court last week ordered an account- 
ing and a permanent injunction against Dun- 
das, Dick & Co.

Organizing the Soap Makers. 


Considerable interest is manifested in the 
movement to organize the soap manufactur- 
ers of the country, which was started by the 
discussion on the tariff,and has since been 
ably conducted by Mr. Horace W. Calef at the 
request of some of the leading soap makers. 
The gentleman named has devoted consider- 
able time and labor to the cause and is still in 
communication with members of the trade. 
The result of his efforts is very flattering, as 
will be seen by the correspondence below, 
which was addressed to him and given to the 
ReEPpoRTER for publication. The names and 
ocations of the firms are omitted. Some good 
suggestions are made in the one which follows 


“In the O1L,PAINT AND DruG REPORTER of 
the 18th inst. is an article on Foreign Compe- 
tition in Soap, by which it appears that you 
have conducted a most interesting and valu- 
able correspondence and perhaps have been 
successful in calling a meeting. I am inter- 
ested as all honest manufacturers should be 
in aaving the business managed on honest and 
honorable principles. I judge your corres- 
pentenee has given you suflicient knowledge 

suggest a remedy for some of the evils of 
the trade. If you can put yourself at the 
head of a reform movemeut, the benefit to the 
manufacturers will be great. * * * * I suggest 
certain things for your consideration: 

First: The abolition of all adulterations, a 
law of Congress to be secured similar to that 
on adulteration of foods and drugs. 

Second: That all laundry soap shall be of 
full weight when cut, and sufliciently hard to 
be ked within 24 hours after cutting. 

ird: That a gone exchange, or board, or 
committee should appointed by all the 
manufacturers or by a majority of them to 
fix the price of laundry soaps weekly at the 
proper advance on the cost of materials, so 
that laundry soaps shall yield nearly one 
cent per pound profit to the manufacturers. 

Fourth: That the number of brands or names 
used by any manufacturer should be limited 
and be fewer, say 10 to each. 

Fifth: To dispense as far as possible with 
wrappers and to restrict the use of picture 
gifts or abolish it entirely. 

Sixth: That stamped, perfumed and milled 
soaps and all put up as toilet soaps shall be so 
seaiates and sold as to pay a reasonable net 

rofit. 

P van suggestions might be given by every 
manufacturer, and from the united wisdom, 
order might be brought out of the present

A PLAN OF ORGANIZATION, 


“Herewith you will find acopy of a letter 
received a few days since. As tothe most of 
the abuses complained of, the writer seems to 
have voiced the feelings of the manufacturers 
generally, and though all his points may not 
be conceded, he has not exhausted the list of 
grievances. It will hardly be denied that mat- 
ters are getting daily worse, and that, while 
the soapmaker loses, the consumer does not 
gain in the same degree, if at all. Heretofore 
it has been attempted to remedy these evils, 
in some measure, by agreements between 
manufacturers, but the parties to these com- 
pacts were too few and infraciions of the 
agreement were not sufficiently provided 
against. A compact to stand the inevitably 
severe strain must be comprehensive thoudth 
simple in its provisions and it should be sub- 
scribed to by the makers of most of the soap 
made in this country, they restricting the 
output so as to do away with the temptation 
of cut rates. They should declare from time 
to time the minimum price to be accepted for 
the different sorts of laundry soap and soaps 
for factory purposes, and have power to ap- 
point committees to verify statements of 
manufacturers as to these matters, which 
statements should be made monthly and 
sworn to. Each manufacturer should at once 
deposit, through an officer to be designated, a 
sum of money not lessin amount than 1 per 
cent on his previous yearly sales; also execute 
a bond agreeing to pay to the combination, to 
be divided among its other members in pro- 
portion to the estimate of business, any fines 
or penalties adjudged by the duly constituted 
committee. 

“It is recommended that the combination 
be governed through a commissioner by an 
executive committee of five, three of whom 
shall be elected yearly by a majority of the 
votes castin proportion to the business, and 
the other two elected yearly by a majority of 
the persons voting. ‘he combination to con- 
tinue for ten years, or until dissolved by a 
vote of three-fourths of the business and 
three-fourths of the firms composing it. 

“But a few of the larger manufacturers 
have thus far been consulted personally about 
this matter. All admit the difficulty of mak- 
ing a close union of soap makers, yet only a 
small proportion of them go so far as to deem 
it impracticable. {f those few firms who tried 
before to work in concert believed then that 
there was a chance of success, why should not 
the present be a propitious time, when the ex- 
igency isfar greater and universally recog- 
nized. * * + * + + 

“If you think well of the general scheme 
and desire to, it put in action, it is desir- 
able first to cOncur in it, stating what modifi- 
cations seem called for. When replies come 
they are to be properly digested and their rec- 
ommendations incorporated—as far as may be 
—into articles of agreement. 

“To conclude: Among many other reasons 
for combining are: The desirability of provid- 
ing against a possibly unfavorable tariff; the 
settlement of questions of freight discrimina- 
tions; the establishment of a credit agency, of 
a bureau of information, &c.” * * * 


The larger portion of the correspondence 
received by Mr. Calefin reply is given below: 


LOOKING AFTER THE TARIFF, 


“T have spent the day in Boston with our 
soap friends, and they will probably send 
some one to Washington to see if the old duty 
on soap cannot be restored. It is very ad- 
visable to have it replaced in the House, so 
that in case of conference in the Senate and 
House, this item of soap should not get 
overlooked. Will you let me know how the 
different parties (soap makers) stand on this 
question, and what you think of the probable 
outcome of this matter. 

“There is no time to be lost.” 





“The principal soap makers of Boston have 
been consulting each other and have con- 
cluded to move in the matter, and we shall 
try to get a hearing at Washington, We hope 
the soap makers of New York city will co- 
operate with us in this matter and endeavor 
to interest their Congressmen. If you can 
get word to three or four of the largest ones, 
and they conclude to join in with us, we shall 
be pleased to wire youany further particulars 
you may desire, and will also keep you in- 
formed as to our movements. We are in 
hopes so to shape matters that we shall be 
successful.” 





CO-OPERATION DESIRED. 


“We think it would be very desirable if co- 
operation could be arranged among the soap 
makers of this country to provide, as you sug- 
gest, against a possible unfavorable tariff; also, 
as you suggest, for the management of ques- 
tions concerning freight discriminations and 
all tariff matters. Speaking for ourselves 
alone, we would not countenance any attempt 
to organize soap manufacturers for any of the 
other purposes suggested.” 





THE OBJECT A GOOD ONE. 


“The suggestions in your esteemed favor of 
the 29th ult., as well as those of bee friend 
are pointed and valuable. It may that soap 
makers could not do better than enter into 
some arrangement like the one mentioned. It 
is a matter, however, that should be carefully 
considered, and we promise for the present 
that it shall have our it attention.” 





WILL PADDLE THEIR OWN CANOE, 


“Our opinion is that an agreement among 
soap manufacturers is not feasible. The sub- 
ject has been broached time and time again, 
so we have had ample opportunity to consider 
the matter, and have never yet felt inclined 
to join with any party or parties, preferring 
to ‘paddle our own canoe,’ something we have 
done for over fifty years and we hope to be 
able to do so single handed for fifty years to 
come, 





INTERESTED IN THE TARIFF, 


“Will you please send me a few of the circu- 
lars,acopy of which is printed. in the Ou, 
PAINT AND DrvuG REPORTER of last week, I 
should think all the soap makers might feel in- 
terested in the proposed change in the tariff 
and would take steps to prevent it if possible.” 





NOT VERY SANGUINE OF SUCCESS. 


“We have read the circular and letter with 
considerable interest and while the evils com- 
peaeee of are not magnified, we are rather 

oubtful if it would possible to unite the 
soap manufacturers as proposed, The great 
trouble is that the soap business can be carried 
on successfully on a small scale as well asa 
large oue. and any such union as is proposed 
would be subjected to competition on all sides. 
Hundreds of small makers would increase their 
capacity and would have the assistance of the 
trade in opposition to what they would 


. ‘ 


down. The rubber trust as you are probably 
aware has been dissolved. Thesugar trust 
is threatened with a severe trial in the future, 
and as both of these interests require large 
outlays to do any business at all, and are rep- 
resented by a comparatively small number of 
manufacturers, we leave it for your judgment 
what would be the fate of a union of the 
larger soap makers. Then there are a number 
of manufacturers who would not come into 
such a union. 

“Several that we know of are getting more 
profit than is proposed. These manufacturers 
do not now make cheap goods because there 
is no profit in them worth their attention. But 
in case the profit was raised there would al- 
ways be the temptationin dull times to make 
a larger variety. The writer has thought of 
this matter for several years and it has been 
suggested to him by others. But we don’t 
think it would be possible to make a success- 
ful combination. 

“Do you hear of any steps being taken in 
reference to the proposed change in tariff. 
Manufacturers in other lines have moved in 
some cases with success. We are threatened 
with more danger from a change in the tariff 
than anything else and if the duty is removed 
from soap the profit will be less than we are 
getting now.” 





SOME OBJECTIONS STATED. 


“Your esteemed favor of the 29th ult. was 
duly received and has been made the subject 
of thought and consultation. 

In reply allow us to say that so far as our 
shaving soaps go, we think nearly all of our 
competitors are below us in prices, and per- 
haps, indeed probably, these soaps are not 
what you refer to. 

As to common laundry soaps, we are doin 
so little in them that it will really make no dif- 
ference to the trade whether we were in or 
out of a combination, or to ourselves either. 
But it strikes us (we say it because you seem to 
ask our opinion) that the great number of 
makers of laundry soaps in all parts of the 
country, and the constant variation in the 
prices of soap materials, will make it almost 
an impossibility to regulate prices of soaps. 

If we further take into account the fact 
that every one has a variety of brands and 
each a private formula, and in case of claimed 
variation in prices, and offenders will at once 
fall back upon a plea of a different quality, 
etc., so that any articles of agreement would be 
no better than waste paper. 

We say this having some knowledge of the 
unsatisfactory results of combinations in other 
kinds of manufactures, and 7 we will be 
glad to help ourselves and others in any way 
we can.” 





ANOTHER DISCOURAGING OPINION, 


“We fail to see how we should reap much 
benefit from such an organization as you pro- 
pose, for the simple reason that we are not in 
the same boat with your correspondent. We 
make less brands of soaps than one Senne of 
our capacity in this country, probably with 
one exception. Then we don’t make cheap 
soaps, and fail to see how we could afford to 
make prices on laundry soaps when ours costs 
more to make than most of the others. 

“Another objection we think would be the 
number of small makers that are now in the 
market, and those that would be there very 
soon after they heard a combination had 
formed; enough of them would be on hand to 
smash up any 2ement that could be made. 
Idon’t want this te discourage you or your 
friends from trying to see what you can do to 
stop making cheap goods,and selling for noth- 
ing or about that.” 





CHANGING THE TARIFF VIEWED AS A CRIME, 


“We note remarks by you and others re- 
specting the peopeens reduction of tariff on 
foreign soaps. We think the proposal if car- 
ried through will be a crime against home in- 
dustry: we do not know that it will effect us 
seriously, if atall, but the principle is entire- 
ly wrong and uncalled for. We do not ques- 
tion the motives of the propagators of the 
bill, but certainly think them very ignorant 
us to the situation of the soap trade, and as to 
the necessity of placing that product on the 
free list. What will you have us do in this 
matter? If you will send us by messenger 
early to morrow the names of representatives 
whom it would be wise for us to write, we will 
do so by to-morrow evening's mail.” 





SUGGESTIONS FROM ANOTHER QUARTER, 


“The statement you make interests me very 
much, I think the way to proceed is by a pre- 
amble that sets forth a list of the grievances 
to be redressed—light weights, pictures, use- 
less wrapping, adulterations, too great variety 
of brands, etc., and excessive competition. 
And that for the purpose of remedying these 
as far as possible, we, the undersigned soap 
manufacturers, recommend that a meeting be 
called by H. W. Calef of the city of New York, 
the meeting to be held in New York to con- 
sider plans of mutual help and betterment of 
the business. 

“At that meeting a plan of organization 
should be submitted and steps taken to per- 
fect an oqreoman® binding for 10 or 20 years. 
I herewith make a few suggestions: 

“Organize by electing a ane. secretary, 
and treasurer. Salary of the treasurer, say 
one-eighth cent per box, a mere guess, and to 
be regulated by the business and number of 
persons in the organization. 

“All plain soaps to pay one cent per pound 
tax to the treasurer. Finer soaps to pay a 
higher tax and on a separate agreement, 

“Full weights to be given at the time of 
cutting. Weights of laundry soap to be 
16 ozs., 12 oz., 8 ozs., 80 that cakes 
or bars may _ be nearly of certain 
standard. No foreign substances to be 
mixed with the soap except carbonates of so- 
da or potash, and silicates. 

Fictitious brands to be abolished. The ex- 
ecutive committee to report to manufacturers 
the weekly selling price of laundry soap in- 
cluding the tax. The tax to be as great as 
the profit expected. 

The first month’s tax to remain in the treas- 
ury until the second month’s tax is paid in, 
then the first month’s tax to be divided pro 
rata among the members and one month's tax 
to beat all times in the 1 to pay fines and 
profits. Toilet and milled soaps should pay a 
tax equal to the profit. Those who make all 
kinds, to pay a separate tax on each kind of 
soap, which sball be paid in and divided as 
above monthly, only to the members of that 
class. Security from the treasurer will not be 
necessary if the ckecks be stamped “pay to 
the order of , treasurer for 
,. deposited in bank to the 
credit of , trustees.” 

This money to be subject to the check of a 
certain specified member of the trustees, 

Every manufacturer should be at liberty to 
work or to be idle, his dividend being the same 
whether working or idle. He may sell at any

AFRAID THE MOVEMENT MAY ENCOURAGE 
COMPETITION, 


“The matter is an interesting one, and 
worthy of consideration and discussion. Just 
at the immediate present we are so engaged in 
several outside matters demanding our whole 
time, that we are not prepared to digest this 
subject properly. It seems at the first glance 
that there are so many soap houses that it will 
be hard to get them into an organization, and 
if one was formed, that new houses would be 
invited to spring up, and as the manufacture 
of soap is not very complicated, they could be 
easily brought into competition. Then there 
isthe growing repugnance of the public to 
‘trusts,’ combinations and so on,still these may 
all be overcome.” 





NECESSITY OF A SOAP COMBINATION. 


“As the 19th century advances it becomes 
daily more evident, that steam applied to the 
arts and manufactures and to agriculture by 
machines such as drills, mowers, reapers and 
binders and threshers can produce more of 
everything than can be consumed. Hence the 
necessity of combinations. Combinations in 
the near future will be universal in all the 
= of the world where steam power is 
used, 

The trade association to which you refer, 
existed from 1880 to 1884. It broke up 
because. of the enmities common to 
competition in every branch of business and 
for want of a more solid combination such as 
the present Trusts, then unknown. 

I have not a copy of the rules that I can send 
you. The plan was to pay every month a cer- 
tain tax on every pound sold or sent out for 
sale. The manufacturer might sell at any

removed. The treasurer traveled and ex- 


amined books and sales and kept and divided 
receipts. Efforts to form another combina- 
tion since 1884 have not been successful. 

As to soap, I refer to some of the self-in- 
flicted grievances of the soap maker in a pre- 
vious letter to you. I might add some views 
about a soap combination. 

“First, stop adulterations by act of Con- 
gress, or brand them on every box. Let the 
minimum price of laundry soap, curd and set- 
tled, made of fat only, also the price of the 
same class when composed parey of rosin, be 
fixed weekly by acommittee. The price to be 
based on the value of the fats and rosins used, 
current on each Saturday. Leta tax, say one 
cent per pound, be paid on all sales on ship- 
ments, payment to be made semi-monthly. 
The minimum price should include the amount 
of the tax. and tax should represent the profit. 

“As to toilet soap, the minimum price 
should also be fixed by adding the expense of 
perfumery, stamping and wrapping, and a 
profit on these expenses, to the minimum 
value of — laundry soap of equal class, and a 
tax of — per ound be paid on it. 
Milled soaps should also have their min- 
imum price fixed by adding all expenses of 
labor, perfumery labels, boxes, etc., each 
brand’should have a minimum fixed price, and 
should pay a specified ad valorem tax of — per 
cent. In all cases the minimum price ought 
to include the tax,and the tax should be equal 
to the profit. If dividends are made on cer- 
tain ratings, then anyone who has 5 per cent. 
of say $100,000 in the Treasury receives $5,000, 
and that is the amount he ought to have paid 
in. But, if he forced sales and got in $10,000, 
he got $5,000 less than he putin. One or two 
months tax should remain in the treasury, to 
pay forfeits, etc. A sale of certain parts of 
the machinery and utensils to a corporation, 
and a lease by the corporation to the manu- 
facturer might make a valid trust. For ex- 
ample the laundry soap maker might sell his 
kettles; the toilet soap maker, kettles, presses 
and dies, The milled soap maker might add 
his special machinery.”

Glass Manufacturers Meet. 


The National Association of Window Glass 
Manufacturers warned by their experience at 
Long Branch and Cape May in 1886 and 1887 de- 
cided that they could not find a cooler place 
than New York in which to hold their mid- 
summer convention, and accordingly met in 
one of the parlors of the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
on Wednesday last. The choice of this city as 
a place of meeting appears to have been wise 
in another respect for it resulted in bringing 
out many members who might have remained 
away had the convention been held at one of 
the popular summer resorts. Still there were 
many proxies and the actual attendance was 
not as large as it should have been considering 
the important matters which demand the at- 
tention of the association. 

The meeting convened shortly after 10 
o’clock on Wednesday morning, president 
F. L. Bodine, of Philadelphia, occupying the 
chair. Secretary Frazee called the roll and 
representatives of the following named firms 
responded:

The faithful and efficient service rendered 
by the old officers received well-merited rec- 


ognition in their re-election for another term 
by a unanimous vote. They are F. L. Bodine, 
Philadelphia, president; Thomas Wightman, 
Pittsburg, vice-president; O. E. Frazee, Canas- 
tota, N. Y., secretary, and William Loeffler, 
Pittsburg, treasurer. 

President Bodine had, as usual, prepared a 
careful and exhaustive report, reviewing in 
detail the condition of trade and the events of 
the past year. According to his statements the 
aggregate production of glass by all the fac- 
tories, amounted to 2,750,000 boxes, during the 
season, or 25,000 boxes less than for the corres- 
ponding period last year. The imports of for- 
eign glass exceeded those of 1887 by 135,000, 
being altogether 1,175,000 boxes, in round num- 
ber. The total consumption of both domestic 
and foreign glass in this country was nearly 
4,000,000 boxes, a larger quantity than was ever 
before consumed here in one year, yet for all 
that the consumption of American glass was 
sl ghtly less than in 1887. That might be ac- 
counted for by the fact that the past season 
has brought the lowest priced foreign product 
ever known. | The number of furnaces in the 
‘western district have increased but the ex- 
act number was not stated to the reporter. 

Mr. Bodine in his address gives careful con- 
sideration to the Mills bill, and the effect the 
passage of that measure as it now stands 
would have upon the American window glass 
industry. The bill he said contemplates a re- 
duction in duties amounting to from three- 
eighths of a cent to five-eighths of a cent, or 
about 20 to 25 cents per box. Since the reduc- 
tion of 1883, he said, official reports show that 
the last four years’ imports of foreign win- 
dow glass have exceece 1 those of the preced- 
ing four years by overa million boxes. The 
Government has thereby received an increase 
in revenue amounting to $1,250,000. 

The president’s {address was discussed at 
length, the portion referring to the proposed 
revision of the tariff, particularly, exciting 
animated discussion. The report was adopted 
and referred to the Tariff Committee. 

The subject of starting up the fires on Sep- 
ember Ist was considered, but the general 
opinion appeared to be infavorof delaying 
the beginning of operations in the fall unti 
stock should have become somewhat reduced. 
No action, however, was taken and the meet- 
ing adjourned subject to the call of the chair- 
man. 

In an interview with a representative of the 
REPORTER President Bodine said that if the 
tariff on window glass is reduced as recom- 
mended by the Mills’ bill, it will shut off every 
factory in the country. The manufacturers 
are forced toask a reduction of wages under 
the present tariff. The Mills bill proposes to 
reduce the tariff three-eighths of a cent on all 
sizes but the 40 inch bracket, and makes a re- 
duction of five-eighths of a cent on that. If 
these reductions are made it will be impossible 
forthe American manufacturers to compete 
with the foreign glass makers. ‘There 
are now in operation 1,300 pots and 175 
pots will be added this year. It should also be 
explained, said Mr. Bodine, that the 175 pots 
capacity now building are exclusively in the 
natural gas belt, the increase being on account 
of cheap fuel, and the fact that not one new 
furnace is being built in the East, confirms the 
statement that the business is not promising 
and will be very seriously affected by the re- 
duction of duties. At present the market is 
overstocked and production will not be 
resumed until the demand has reduced 

etocks somewhat.

The Manufacture of Acetone. 


Following is the specification of the patent 
for manufacturing acetone, which was re- 
cently issued to Messrs. Roessler & Hasslacher: 

In making acetone by dry distillation of ace- 
tates—as acetate of lime—it has before my in- 
vention been thought possible to obtain only 
less than half of the acctone. 

Dr. Hermann Hager, in his Handbuch der 
Pharmaceutischen Praxis, published in Berlin in 
1882, states, under the head of “Acetone,” that 
it is possible to obtain an average yield from 
chemically pure acetate of lime of only 
fifteen per cent. of acetone, while the theo- 
retical yield from chemically pure acetate of 
lime is thirty-four per cent. 

I have discovered that if the acetates are 
subjected for distillation to a low heat and 
approximately uniform temperature and the 
process extended over several hours the yield 
of acetone will be greatly increased, and will 
approach very nearly the theoretical yield of 
any particular acetate, which in the case of 
good gray or commercial acetate of lime is 
about twenty-seven per cent. I have also 
discovered that in the process of subjecting 
acetates in a closed vessel to heat applied ex- 
ternal to the vessel for distilling acetone from 
the acetates the desired slowness of distilla- 
tion and uniformity of temperature may be 
secured by stirring the acetates so that all 
portions of the mass will be subjected to the 
heat resulting from direct contact with 
the bottom of the vessel, and by admitting 
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free steam from time to time into direct 
contact with the acetates in case of any un- 
desirable rise in temperature within the vessel. 

My invention consists in an improvement in 
the method of obtaining acetone from ace- 
tates by destructive distillation, consisting in 
subjecting the acetates in a closed vessel to 
slow destructive distillation at a low and 
approximately uniform temperature, and it is 
also well to stir the acetates during such dis- 
tillation. 

To secure the best results, it is also well to 
subject the acetates to the action of steam in 
direct contact with them. The stirring of the 
acetates during the distillation conduces to 
making a slow process and comparatively low 
temperature—about 300 degrees centigrade, 
(300° C.,) for example—most effective for pur- 
poses of distillation, and by the admission of 
steam to the closed vessel any rise in the tem- 
perature therein can be instantly checked. 

By the method which forms the subject of 
my invention, and on a commercial scale, I 
am able to obtain from even commercial ace- 
tates a larger yield of acetone than that 
which has been practically obtained hereto- 
fore from chemically pure acetates. 

In producing acetone by destructive distilla- 
tion of acetates the crude acetone will be 
found to contain oils and other compounds 
and impurities, high temperatures acting in 
such a manner that the acetone is partly de- 
stroyed and transformed into oils and other 
compounds; hence the great advantage of 
maintaining an approximately uniform tem- 
perature and of making the distillation a slow 
process, which necessitates only a compara- 
tively low heat, 

The tarry ipurities of the pyrolignites will 
form oils, and the higher fatty acid salts which 
may be present in the pyrolignites will yield 
different ketones,which will give much trouble

in the employment of acetone, especially if 
the manufacture of chloroform is intended 
therefrom. 

A further object of my invention is there- 
| fore to purify the crude acetone and to elimi- 
nate therefrom the oils, keytones and other 
compounds which would interfere with ob- 
taining the best result in the manufacture of 
chloroform from acetone. 


The invertion also includes the improve- 
ment in the method of purifying acetone, con- 
sisting in treating the crude acetone in a state 
| of dilution with lime to remove the higher 
ketones and other compounds, 


The invention also includes the improve- 
ment in the method of purifying acetone, con- 
sisting in diluting the acetone with water, and 
thus separating the oily matters because they 
are not soluble in water, and after thus effect- 
ing the separation removing the oily matters 
and other compounds, 

The invention also involves the method of 
purifying acetone, consisting in diluting the 
crude acetone with water to separate the oily 
matters and treating with lime to remove the 
higher ketone and other compounds, and in 
then subjecting the dilute acetone to retifica- 
tion, preferably in a column-still, until nearly 
anhydrous. 

Inthe acompanying drawing, 1 have rep- 
resented in sectional elevation a simple form 
of still, in which, acetone may be obtained by 
destructive distillation. 

In carrying out my invention I prefer to 
employ for purposes of distillation, the appar- 
atus forming the subject of my application 
for Letters Patent Serial No. 189,144, filed Jan- 
uary 20, 1886; but the apparatus which is shown 
in the accompanying drawing, will answer 
the purpose of illustration, 
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A designates a vessel, whice may be cf cast- 
iron, closed by a cover, A, and which is ar- 
ranged overafurnace. This vessel A should 
be of large horizontal area as compared with 
its depth, and should have its bottom flat, or, 
if curved, of large radius, so that the vessel 
when containing the desired quantity will 
only have a compaartively thin layer. Ace- 
tates are poor conductors of heat, and if the 
heat had to penetrate a thick layer the lower 
portions of the mass might be more liable to 
over-heat. 

The furnace contains an ordinary grate, ©, 
a fire door, D, and the still may be supported 
by its flanges a resting upon the upper walls 
of the furnace. The prducts of combustion 
may escape from the furnace by a pipe or pas- 
sage, E. 

Within the still I have represented an up- 
right shaft, F, which rests in a step-bearing, b, 
atthe bottom, and works through a suffing- 
box, c,in the top of the still. This shaft may 
have rotary motion communicated to it by 
gearing, and is here shown as having a bevel- 
wheel upon its upper end. The shaft F is pro- 
vided within the still with stirrers G, which 
serve to keep the acetates in motion and pre- 
vent their caking on the bottom of the still. 
The acetate from which acetone is made may 
be introduced in suitable quantity through a 
man-hole, d, and the vapors of distillation may 
be taken off through a pipe, e¢, and conducted 
to a condensing worm or coil, (Not here 
shown.) 

f designates a steam pipe, through which 
may be introduced under control of a cock, f’, 
for regulating the temperature within the 
still. 

During the process of distillation the shaft 
F and stirrers G are operated, and steam is in- 
troduced In suitable quantity within the still 
to maintain a temperature therein which will 























not rise above about 400° centigrade, and is 
generally maintained in the neighborhood of 
300° centigrade, and enables me to obtain a 
yield of acetone (from gray acetate of lime) 
which will come pretty near the theoretical 
quantity. 

The admission of free steam into direct con- 
tact with the contents of the vessel A furn- 
ishes an effective means of at once checking 
any undesirable rise of temperature in the 
vessel. 

In order to obtain acetone which may be 
used successfully in making chloroform, and 
for other purposes where oily impurities and 
different ketones would be very disadvant- 
ageous, itis of highest importance to havea 
thorough and not too costly method of get- 
ting rid of these undesirable substances. I 
have found that lime milk is a very effectual 
agent to precipitate a part of the impurities 
mentioned when it acts on the acetone ina 
state of dilution. The crude acetone, when 
subjected to the lime treatment, should not 
exceed the density of about 0°965° specific 
gravity. The dilution with water has at the 
same time the advntage that a large quantity 
of the oils which are not held in solution will 
flow upon the surface of the liquid and may 
be easily removed or skimmed off. It is useful 
to stir up several times the mixture of dilute 
acetone with lime in order to aid the separa- 
tion of impurities therefrom. The purifica- 
tion by lime, however, does not take away all 
the undesirable substances and must be com- 
pleted by rectification. For this purpose the 
acetone may be distilled in a simple still be- 
fore or after the lime treatment, and in any 
case itis necessary to dilute the acetone to 
about the above mentioned point. 

The separation of the acetone from the 
higher ketones and other impurities depends 
chiefly upon the differences in the boiling 
points, and therefore one distillation will 
scarcely prove suflicient, because it is neces- 
sary to get the product ina nearly anhydrous 
state, so that the differences in boiling points 
may act to their full extent. Therefore a 
final and, if necessary, a reiterated rectifica- 
tion in a column still will prove very effectual, 
leaving substantially all the foreign matters 
as residue. 

When the acetate is introduced in a fine 
state into the still, it is preferable to both stir 
it and subject it to the actionof steam. If the 
acetate were introduced into the still in such 
small fragments as to permit the steam to cir- 
culate among them, good results might be 
obtained by the use of steam alone without 
stirring. In either case the process of distilla- 
tion, owing to the fact that a low temperature 
is rendered available, is made aslow one and 
thus conduces to a large yield of acetone. 


What I claim as my invention, and desire to 
secure by letters patent, is 

1, The improvement in the method of ob- 
taining acetone from an acetate, consisting in 
subjecting the acetate in a closed vessel to slow 
destructive distillation at a low and approxi- 
mately uniform temperature, substantially as 
herein described. 

2. The improvement in the method of ob- 
taining acetone from an acetate, consisting in 
subjecting the acetate in a closed vessel to slow 
destructive distillation at a low and approxi- 
mately uniform temperature and stirring the 
same during such distillation, substantially as 
herein described. 

3. The improvement in the method of ob- 
taining acetone from anacetate by destructive 
distillation in a closed vessel, consisting in 
heating the vessel from the outside thereof 
and in subjecting the acetate to the action of 
steam indirect contact therewith during the 
distillation to prevent too high temperatures, 
substantially as herein described. 

4. The improvement in the method of ob- 
taining acetone from an acetate by destructive 
distillation in a closed vessel, consisting in 
heating the vessel from the outside thereof, in 
stirring the acetate, and in subjecting the ace- 
tate tosteam in direct contact therewith to 
prevent too high temperatures and to main- 
tain the temperature approximately uniform, 
substantially as herein described. 

4. The improvement in the method of puri- 
fying acetone, consisting in treating the crude 
acetone in a state of dilution with lime to re- 
move the higher ketones and other com- 
pounds, substantially as herein describod. 

6. The improvement in the method of puri- 
fying acetone, consisting in diluting the crude 
acetone with water to separate the oily mat- 
ter, and treating with lime to remove the 
higher ketones and other compounds, and in 
then subjecting the dilute acetone to rectifica- 
tion until nearly anhydrous, substantially as 
herein described. 

7. The improvewent in the method of puri- 
fying acetone, consisting in diluting crude 
acetone with water to separate the oily mat- 
ters,and treating with lime to remove the 
higher ketones and other compounds, and in 
afterward subjecting the dilute acetone to 
rectification in a column-still, substantially as 
herein described. 

8 The improvement in obtaining acetone 
from an acetate, consisting in subjecting the 
acetate in a closed vessel to slow destructive 
distillation at a low and approximately uni- 
form temperature, in diluting the resulting 
crude acetone to separate oily matters and 
treating it with lime to remove higher ketones 
and other compounds, and in afterward sub- 
jecting the dilute acetone to rectificationin a 
column-still, substantially as herein described. 
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Why Salt is Imported. 


“Not many people know that in spite of the 
wonderful salt wells and salt deposits in this 
country we annually import immense quanti- 
ties of salt,’ said a New York commission mer- 
chant. “Our importations are constantly in- 
creasing, too, although the output of our own 
salt factories keeps pace with the growth of 
the population, and there is a considerable 
duty on all kinds of salt. The reason is that 
certain fine grades and special kinds of salt are 
not made in this country. You can get about 
as good dairy or table salt from the New York 
or Michigan wells as from anywhere in the 
world, but you can’t get the coarse salt used in 
packing meats for export, the quickly dissolv- 
ing Turk’s Island salt used in the ice-cream 
factories, nor the curious Spanish salts that 
the street car companies sprinkle on their 
tracks when they think Henry Bergh isn’t look- 
ing. All the domestic salt, except that which 
is mined in Louisiana, is made by evaporating, 
by artificial heat, brine pumped out of the 
earth. The very valuable coarse salt which 
we import is made by evaporating sea water 
in the open air. It is made where people can 
afford to wait three or four months for a few 
dollars. Where's that? Well, along the Med- 
iterranean, for instance. The people there 
dam up a little bay and wait until the sun and 
the winds have carried the watcr away. It 
isn’t very pure salt that they scrape off the 
mud,but it is indispensoble for some purposes. 


“The experiment of making solar salt has 
been tried in this country, but without much 
success. The quality of the sea water varies a 
good deal. It will deposit one kind of salt on 
one island and another perceptibly different, 
even to the eye, on another island not more 
than forty miles away. We do an immense 
trade with the West Indies in salt. There are 
a dozen places that furnish altogether differ- 
ent kinds of salt, and each has its particular 
use. One very fine and easily soluble variety 
is used in the flavoring of chewing tobacco. 
Not many chewers know that, but they would 
find out very quickly that something was 
Jacking if the salt should be omitted. Some 
physicians have thought that the presence of 
the salt makes the tobacco very injurious, 


“There isn’t so much English dairy salt im- 
ported as there used to be. At one time man- 
ufacturers of fine butter thought that their 
products would be utterly ruined if anything 
but fine English salt touched them. It isn’t 
so now. For one reason. American salt 
makers have learned the trick of making good 
dairy salt, and for another, American salt has 
got to be wonderfully cheap. Out in the Sag- 
inaw region of Michigan the salt wells are 
right by the side of the big lumber mills. All 
that is necessary is to attach to the feed the 
sawdust and timber waste, which would other- 
wise be thrown away, to the evaporating ket- 
tles. In that way salt can be made for about 
12 cents a bushel. Gentlemen who own salt 
wells and lumber mills in Michigan are usu- 
ally rich enough to buy out an ordinary 
State.”

Dutiable Coverings of Olive Oil. 


The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 
letter from the New York Collector submit- 
ting the appeal of Mr. Frank La Manna from 
his assessment of duty at the rate of 100 per 
cent. ad valorem on certain tin cans contain- 
ing olive oil imported by him, and claimed to 

' be exempt from duty under section 7, act of 
March 3, 1883. 


The appraiser reports that the cans in ques- 
tion are made of abetter quality of tin than 
the usual cans; are barrel-shaped, and are cor- 
rugated horizontally, to give the appearance, 
and more than the strength, of hoops; that 
they are furnished with independent screw- 
faucets for the withdrawal of their contents, 
and with a screw-closed aperature at the top 
through which they are originally filled and 
ean be refilled with oil or liquid of any kind 
after their contents have been removed. From 
this description it appears that the cans in 
question are more substantial and elaborate in 
construction than those covered by the de- 
partment’s decision of December 23, i884, and 
are intended for use otherwise than in the 
transportation of their contents to the United 
States. In view of said report, the department, 
affirms the decision.

The Lard Question in Washington, 


All of the sixteen members of the House 
Committee on Agriculture, except Mr. Whit- 
ing, of Michigan, were present at the special 
meeting in Washington on Monday, to deter- 
mine finally whether any action should be 
taken at this session of Congress on the sub- 
ject of taxing compounded lard and adulter- 
ated food products in general. Mr. Dubois, of 
Idaho, being a Territorial delegate, had no 
vote. Mr. Burnett, of Massachusetts, from 
the sub-committee of six to which had been 
referred the Butterworth Lardine bill, on be- 
half of three of the members, reported a reso- 
lution to postpone the subject until December 
next. This motion was lost by a tie vote of 
seven to seven. Then Mr. Conger, of Iowa, on 
behalf of the other three members of the sub- 
committee, moved that Senator Wilson’s bill 
be substituted far the Butterworth bill. The 
Wilson bill prohibits adulterations of food, 
drink, or medicine, &c.; is patterned closely 
after the oleomargarine act and levies much 

smaller taxes on manufacturers and wholesale 


and retail dealers than the Butterworth bill. 
This motion was also lost by a tie vote, 

Mr. Laird (Nebraska) then offered the Lee 
bill, with some amendments. This bill aims to 
prevent the adulteration of food products and 
punish violations of the law. This was also 
voted down by a vote of 7 to 5, 

Mr. Morgan (Mississippi) then offered a reso- 
lution providing that the whole subject matter 
embraced in the lard and pure food bills pend- 
ing before the committee be recommitted to a 
sub-committee of three members with instruc- 
tions to report by bill or otherwise to the eom- 
mittee at the first regular meeting in Decem- 
ber next. This motion was carried by 10 yeas 
to 4 nays. 

Mr. Hatch (Missouri), the chairman of the 
committee, has not yet determined upon the 
personnel of thissub-committee. but it is ex- 
pected he will do so in a few days,

Duty on Powdered Bitter Almonds. 


The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 
letter from the New York Collector, report- 
ing on the appeal of Messrs. Fritzsche Bros. 
from an assessment of duty at the rate of 20 
per cent. ad valorem on certain so-called 
“powdered bitter almonds” imported by them 
and returned by the appraiser as non-enumer- 
ated manufactured articles, under the provis- 
ions of section 2513, Revised Statutes, and the 
principles enunciated in the Department’s de- 
cision of June 4, 1885, 

The appellants claim that the merchandise 
in question is dutiable at rate of 10 per cent. 
ad valorem, as “nuts * * * not edible * * 
* but which have been advanced in value or 
condition by grinding,” under T. I., 94. 

In the opinion of the Department, the decis- 
ion referred to by the appraiser (Synopsis 6953) 
is not applicable to the merchandise in ques- 
tion, inasmuch as it refers to “shelled” al- 
monds, which are specially enumerated in T. 
I., 305, at the rate of 744 cents per pound, and, 
there being no special provision in the tariff 
for almonds powdered, the merchandise is 
properly dutiable under T, I., 94, as claimed by 
the appellants. 

The collector is therefore authorized to re- 
liquidate the entry in accordance with this 
decision, and to refund the excess of duty 
erroneously exacted.

Lithographic Ink Not Free of Duty, 


The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 
letter from the New York collector transmit- 
ting an appeal of Mr. T. Riessner from his de- 
cision assessing duty at the rate of 30 per cent 
ad valorem on certain so-called gold size im- 
ported by him, and claimed to be exempt from 
duty under T. I., 711. 

From the special report of the appraiser on 
this appeal and an examination of a sample of 
the merchandise in question, and also of sam- 
ples of gold size which is recognized as such 
by the trade, and admitted free of duty under 
the department’s decision of December 19, 
1884 (Synopsis 6,690), it appears that the article 
covered by the present appeal differs from 
such gold size in composition, and that it is 
used by printers and is known to the trade 
either as “‘printers’ ink” or as “gold size.” 

The appraiser at Boston, Mass., to whom the 
sample submitted with the appeal had been 
forwarded for exam‘nation, reports that the 
article in question is commercially understood 
to be printers’ lithographic ink, and that the 
classification thereof adopted at this port is in 
accordance with his views and those of the 
trade at Boston. 

In view of the facts, the department is of 
opinion that the article was correctly classi- 
fied under the provision in T. I., 456, for 
‘printers’ ink,” and the decision is affirmed,

Compressed Oil Gas, 


Ata recent meeting of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, a paper was read on “Com- 
pressed Oil Gas and its Applications,” by Mr’ 
Artbur Ayres, M. Inst. C, E. 

In considering this system of illumination, 
lts applicability to buoys, isolated beacons, 
lighthouses and railway carriages, etc., the 
author treated it under the primary heads of 
mode of manufacture, illuminating proper- 
ties, cost, storage and transit, and in doing-so 
he referred to the early history of oil gas and 
the patents taken out from time to time in 
connection with the system. It was stated 
that in 1825 Faraday contributed a paper to 
the Royal Society “On New Compounds of 
Carbon and Hydrogen, and on Certain Other 
Products obtained during the Decomposition 
of Oil by Heat.” That communication, how- 
ever, dealt with the chemistry of oil gas. It 
was mentioned in that paper that 1,000 cubic 
feet of good gas yielded nearly one gallon of 
hydrocarbon. 

The gas from which the hydrocarbon was 
obtained was manufactured by the Portable 
Gas Company, and was compressed to thirty 
atmospheres. It was drawn from a gas holder 
and passed over water into a large and strong 
receiver, and from it into portable vessels, the 
principal condensation taking place in the re- 
ceiver. The oil gas manufactured by the 
Portable Gas Company was not distilled from 
shale oilor petroleum, but from other oils 
and fatty substances, mineral or vegetable. 
Between the years 1792 and 1883 numerous in- 
genious patents were taken out for manufac- 
turing and compressing oil gas for lighting 
and heating purposes, Oil or hydrocarbon 





gas wasthe product of heavy petroleum or 
shale oil once distilled. It had a specific grav- 
ity of about 0°840, and flashed at about 220° F. 
In detailing the process of the manufacture 
of oil gas, the author described the works 
erected at the South Foreland. 

The illuminating intensity of oil gas might 
be taken at from forty to fifty candles when 
burned in a London standard Argand burner, 
witha consumption of five cubic feet per 
hour, under a pressure of (5 in. of water. The 
price varied from about 5s. 6d. to 16s, per 1,000 
cubic feet, being directly influenced by the 
quantity of gas produced, the management of 
the retorts,and the prices of oil, fuel and 
wages. Until the adoption of oil gas for il- 
lumination, buoys and isolated beacons were 
only useful for the purposes of navigation by 
day, but they were now equally so by night 
(in clear weather), enabling vessels to navi- 
gate with safety, intricate channels, which 
hitherto could not have been attempted ex- 
cept at a considerable risk. 


Gas buoys, as at present used by the Honor- 
able Corporation to Trinity House, were con- 
structed of best mild steel. They were 
spherical, nine feet in diameter,and surmount- 
ed by a light’ wrought iron super structure, 
earrying a lantern inclosing the illuminating 
apparatus, The total weight of one of these 
buoys complete was about 80 cwt., the weight 
of the buoy being 78%4 cwt.. and that of the 
illuminating apparatus 14 cwt. The buoys 
were usually charged toa pressure of 5 or 6 
atmospheres, or from 75 pounds to 90 pounds 
pressure per square inch. The gas was con- 
tained in the spherical portion of the buoy, 
the capacity of which was about 382 cubic 
feet, and was consumed at the rate of 0°75 
cubic feet per hour, burning night and day 
continuously. 

When fully charged to 5 atmospheres, and 
burning at the above rate of consumption, 
the light would be maintained for 106 nights 
and days. The intensity of the light was from 
17 to 20 candles through the lens, The esti- 
mated cost of a first-class gas buoy, in- 
cluding the lantern and illuminating appar- 
atus, also royalty, was about £420. Ina new 
form of gas buoy, constructed wholly of mild 
steel, it was intended to carry the gas in the 
lower portion of the buoy. The capacity for 
storage of gas would be 383 cubic feet, which, 
at a pressure of 5 atinospheres, would sustain 
the light (consuming 0°75 cubic foot per hour) 
for 106 nights and days. The advantages of 
this form of buoy were improved stability and 
its applicability to the recently adopted uni- 
formed system of buoyage. The estimated 
weight of this buoy was about six tons, with- 
out moorings. 

In 1885 the Canadian government adopted a 
combination of the bell and gas buoy for ser- 
vice in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, the bell 
weighing 3 cwt., giving the usual warning by 
day and night, supplemented by the light. 
The gas was stored in a welded cylinder (inde- 
pendent of the buoy proper) having a capacity 
of 339 cubic feet. The cylinder, when charged 
to 6 atmospheres, was capable of maintaining 
the light for 113 nights days. The weight of 
the buoy complete was 9% tons. In 181] a 
beacon lighted automatically by compressed 
oil gas was adopted by the Clyde Trust Com- 
missioners, who had recently erected another 
on the Gantock Rock, off Dunoon, on the 
Argyleshire coast, and who were extending 
this system of illumination at Cardross and 
Dumbuck lighthouses, Donald’s Quay, Kashilee 
and Dalmuir light towers. 

In December, 1885, two iron lighthouses, sim- 
ilar in construction, were erected by the Trin- 
ity House, one at Stoneness, opposite Green- 
hithe, and the other at Broadness,on the 
Thames Estuary. At Stoneness another 
system had been adopted, the burner for pro- 
ducing the light being that of Lyth, of Stock- 
holm. The light burned day and night at full 
power, showing a white light with short oc- 
cultation at periods of about five seconds. A 
description of this system was given. The first 
cost of Stoneness Lighthouse had keen £630, 
and the cost of its annual maintenance was 
£88. Broadness light was produced by the 
combustion of compressed oil gas. The inten- 
sity of the flash at Stoneness was about 0 can- 
dies, and at Broadness about 500 candles 

The first cost of Broadness Lighthouse had 
been £1,026,and the cost of its annual main- 
tenance was £128. Both Broadness and Stone- 
ness lighthouses were under the charge of a 
boatman, who visited them at least twicea 
week, when he adjusted and cleaned the appa- 
ratus. These systems being comparatively 
new,no reliable comparison had yet been made 
as to their relative efficiency. An important 
installation of an oil gas apparatus for light- 
ing and fogsignaling had recently been made 
by the commissioners of northern lighthouses 
at Ailas Craig, on the Firthof Clyde, the first 
eost of which had been £24,000, while the cost 
of its annual maintenance was £725. ‘There 
were now 214 buoys, lightships, beacons and 
other lights in use in various countries. 

The author next dealt with the application 
of compressed oil gas to lighting of railway 
carriages. It was probably first tried in the 
year 1871 with satisfactory results in Germany, 
on the Lower Silesian Railway, and in Eng- 
land, in 1878, on the St. John’s Wood of the 
Metropolitan Railway, with equally satisfac- 
tory results. The Great Eastern Railway Com- 
pany was the next to adopt it, the Metropoli- 
tan Rajlway Company definitely adopted it 
for the whole of its rolling stock a few weeks la- 





terand other companies quickly followed suit. 
The gas holder was attached either to the roofs 
or to the under-framing of the carriages, and 
was charged to a pressure of from six to eight 
atmospheres. The gas was conveyed to the 
roof lamps by pipes from the gas holders, pass- 
ing through a contrivance for regulating the 
pressure at the burners, one such regulator 
being attached to each carriage. There were 
now 235,499 carriages so illuminated one 
system, and 5,791 on another system. Taking 
the double journey between Euston and Aber- 
deen, the cost of compressed oil gas was 0.04044 
per lamp per hour, and for the ordinary oil 
system 0.385d per lamp per hour, showing a 
greater cost of the ordinary oil system of 
0.3446d per lamp per hour, or 8% times more 
than oil gas. 
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* Dugong Oil.” 

The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 
letter from the Chicago Collector transmit- 
ting an appeal of Mr. John P. Lee, from a de- 
cision assessing duty at the rate of 50 per cent. 
ad valorem on certain dugong oil, imported 
by him, into the port of San Francisco, Cal., 
thence transported to Chicago, and entered 
for consumption under entry No. 2,437, April 
10, 1888. 

The appellant claims that the merchandise 
in question being an expressed or rendered 
oil, is dutiable at the rate of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem, under T. I., 92. 

The appraiser in his special report on this 
appeal, states that said oil is put up in bottles 
with a label recommending it as a cure for con- 
sumption and diseases of the chest and back, 
and having a trade mark stamped thereon, @ 
and directions for using, specifying the doses, 
and that itis known and soldas “Ching’s Du- 
gong Oil.” 

In view of this statement, the department is 
of opinion that said article was correctly 
classified asa proprietary preparation under 
T. I,, 99, asdefined in the decision of the Uni- 
ted States Supreme Court cited in synopsis 
7,574, and the decision is, therefore, aftirmed, 
-e>e-- 

Pittsburg’s Glass Industry. 

A member of a firm of flint glass manufac- 
turers is reported as saying that they con- 
templated removing their fectory from its 
present location in Pittsburg to Belgium, for 
the reason that they can make glassware 
cheaper in the last named country than in the 
United States. Other members of the trade 
do not appear to take much stock in this 
threat, intimating that it is made to forestall 
a demand from their workmen for higher 
wages. The editor of the Commoner and 
Glass Worker in discussing the matter is re- 
ported as saying that if this manufacturer 
says he can make cheaper ware in Belgium 
than in Pittsburg he says what he knows is 
untrue, 

“If he is not making money here,” asked the 
editor, “‘why would he build an addition to his 
works and increase the capacity of his plant? 
The factory has been increased 17 pots, and he 
is so crowded with orders now that he wants 
torun. Atthe eonvention at Canton, Ohio, 
last week we got a communication from him 
asking that he be allowed to work his men 
during the Summer. It is needless to say his 
request was refused. Two years ago he tried 
to break up the organization, but failed. He 
has no intention whatever of going to Bel- 
gium. Some time ago when he had a number 
of Bohemians and French working for him he 
would go among them and try to make them 
turn out more work than the uniform amount. 
He started up some few years ago with nothing, 
and the “American flint” has made him what 
he is. If the manufacturers are dissatisfied 
they would not be building so many additions 
to their works, Look how many plants will 
be put in blast this Fall. A number of them’ 
are going upat Findlay and Fostorio,Ohio,one 
at Bowling Green, twoin Little Washington, 
and onein Toledo. If the gas rates and taxes 
were not so high a number of plants would be 
moved here from the East.” 

The Western Window Glass Manufacturers’ 
Wage Committee met the Committee on 
Wages representing the glass workers in 
Pitts! urg two weeks ago, but nothing was ac- 
complished because the workers wanted an 
advance and the manufacturers wanted a re- 
duction. They met again last week and then 
agreed to adopt the scale of the last fire for 
the coming season. The New York and East- 
ern District manufacturers have not come to 
an understanding with their employes yet on 
the question of wages but will probably follow 
the example of the West in a few days. 

President James Campbell, of the Universa 
Federation of Window Glass Workers: Patrick 
Cleary and John Phiilips, all of Pittsburg, 
sailed on Saturday last for Europe as delegates 
from this country to the biennial convention 
of their organization at Charleroi, Belgium. It 
is intended to effect if possible a complete or- 
ganization of the glass workers of Europe. 

A glass manufacturer referring to the fact 
that Pittsburg is the center of the glass trade, 
said to a reporter recently: ‘The buyers from 
all over the country, even ag far west as San 
Francisco go to Pittsburg to buy their stock 
and the drummers meet them there. Although 
the large glass works toa considerable extent 
are leaving Pittsburg, it will probably remain 
the center of the trade. The Western buyer 
goes from there to New York to meet the im- 
porters and Pittsburg is undoubtedly the most 
convenient point, 
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“T see,” he continued, “that there has been 
some talk about establishing a glass exchange 
there, and it would undoubtedly be a most ex- 
cellent move in every way. It would at least 
make Pittsburg certain of being the glass cen- 
ter for many years to come. The center of 
the glass factories is undoubtedly moving fur- 
ther west every year. Most of the large East- 
ern firms are removing their plants to some of 
the small towns in Ohio. My own firm was 
formerly located in Massachusetts but has 
been moved to Toledo. Itis now one of the 
furthest west. Glass houses are now congre- 
gating inlarge numbers around Findlay, Ohio. 
Within a radius of 60 miles of that place L sup- 
pose there are fully as many glass houses as 
there are now in Pittsburg. Several very large 
glass houses are now being located at Tiflin, 
Ohio, and I hear that one of the largest in the 
world have contracted to remove their plant 
to Steubenville. Ohio.”

Sulphate of Barytes.—Trading during the 
past week has been rather quiet, and the 
movement has been of small proportions. 
Quotations are unchanged at $21 50 for special 
brands of imported, best No. 1 at $17 50@18 50, 
according to quantity; best off-colored grades 
at $15; No 2 at $14 and No. 3 at $12 50, 

Chalk is in identically the same condition as 
at the date of our previous writing. It is 
rumored that supplies for September shipment 
have been offered at $3 25, but this is discred- 
ited in other quarters. The nominal spot 
quotation is $400 and to arrive $350. The 
stock on spot has been augmented by the ar- 
rival of some 380 tons on the “‘Ludgate Hill” 
and 185 tons per “Erin” 

China clay.—Stocks of this article have only 
been selling to a moderate degree, and no 
special business can be reported. Prices con- 
tinue steady with no changes noted, at $18 
for the best grades, $16 for the medium and 
$14 for the low grades. 

Talc has not been inquired for to any con- 
siderable extent, and a small movement only 
is reported. Quotations continue at 1c for 
Freneh 14% for best American and @lc for 
other grades of domestic. There is a good 
supply of foreign on hand, and also of the 
better grades of American. 

Terra Alba—There having been no arrivals 
of French since we last wrote, the market 
continues bare of available supplies, and asa 
consequence values are quoted exceedingly 
firm, with signs of hardening, but not, as yet, 
toany quotable extent. The ruling quota- 
tions continue within the range of 75@80c. 
American has been selling moderately well at 
70@75c, f.o.b., for the best grade, while others 
rule as low as 45c. 

Whitiug is quoted very firm, with prices 
slightly advanced over last week's figures. The 
trading has been confined to small lots, which 
suits the views of manufacturers, when the 
present position of the market is taken into 
consideration. The quotations are as follows: 
Commercial 0@55c and gilders }0@65c, accord- 
ing to quantity and make. 


Clues. 

The market is without feature, under a 
moderate, but fairsummer demand. There is 
more movement in low grades than any of 
the others, and the supply is abundant. The 
continued large importations are exciting 
comment. 

Class. 
WINDOW GLASS. 

The main item of interest in the market for 
this variety of glass, has been the meeting of 
the American manufacturers, which was held 
in this city on last Wednesday, and a full ac- 
count of which will be found in our miscel- 
laneous columns. The trading has compared 
favorably with that reported for the past few 
weeks, no actitivity however being noticed. 
As regards prices they are unchanged 
with the following discounts, still ruling: On 
American 75 and 5 @75 and 10% while on 
French the discounts are 70, 10 and 5% to 
buyers of 25 boxes or less, with an extra dis- 
count of 5% on purchases of 26 tu 200 boxes, 
and 10% on purchases of 201 boxes or more, 
provided that the purchases have been made 
during the calendar month. It is immaterial 
whether purchases are confined to one house 
or distributed among all the importers. 

PLATE GLASS. 

The market for plate is practically un- 
changed from last week, both in the matter of 
prices and the businessdoing. There are sev- 
eral large contracts which will be given out 
during the coming fall, and which will excite 
some interest in the trade. A rumor has been 
going the rounds that a certain large import- 
ing house would close up, but the report is 
emphatically denied by the concern, who 
assert that there is not the slightest shadow of 
truth in it, and that nothing is further from 
their intentions. It is said upon good author- 
ity that the recent stock-taking has developed 
the fact that the stocks on hand are lighter 
than they were a yearago. The importations 
of polished glass for glazing purposes, it is 
said, show a decrease of late, although this 
has not been the case in the window glass 
trade, where they have been heavier. Small 
sales have been made during the week, with 
the business characterized by dealers as fair 
for the season. Our previous discounts of 50, 
10 and 5 per cent. for over 10 feet, and 60 per 
cent. for under 10 feet, continue to rule,

Bristle Culture. 

“TI saw it stated in a newspaper the other 
day,” said a brush manufacturer, “that most 
of the bristles used in brush making in this 
country came from England, the natural in- 
ference being that the bristles were the pro- 
duct of English hogs. Such is not the ease by 
any means. English hogs do not grow bristles 
that the brush makers can use with any profit 
oreconomy. Russian swine provide nearly all 


the bristles that are used in the business, and |. 


they are imported into thiscountry from Eng- 
land. But there are not as many Russiad bris- 
tles used here as formerly, for the great West- 
ern hog market of our own country supplies 
all that are necessary for the commoner Kind 
of brushes. 

“The best bristles in the world, except those 
supplied in limited quantity by France, come 
from the vast foresta of Northern Russia, 
those of the Ukranie being superior to others 
of that country. In no part of the world are

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there such endless supplies of mast, conal, 
berry and acorn-bearing trees. Their area 
covers thousand of miles, which are unbroken 
forests of oak, larch, beech, pine and other 
trees that bear and drop the richest food for 
swine, which swarm in the woods, in a half 
wild state, guarded and looked after by swine 
herds as wild as the hogs themselves. Itis not 
there, and in that state of savagery, that the 
hogs give up their bristles to commerce, but 
from these great droves the swine are selectd 
for the culture of the bristle crop, for the 
hogs that are to furnish it are treated and 
cared for with that end in view. They are 
brought from the Northern wilds and “pas- 
tured” near the great tallow factories of Rus- 
sia. They are fed at certain seasons on the 
refuse of the tallow factories, which in a short 
time puts them in fine condition. The 
bristle crop is gathered in the summer 
time, after the hogs have been fed for 
months on the talllow refuse, and are 
enormously fat and in the desired condl- 
tion for plucking—for Russian bristles are not 
the yield of dead hogs, but are ‘live,’ like live 
goose feathers. The swine are driven into en- 
closures until they are packed in like sardines 
in a box. They plunge and kick and squeal in 
their close quarters until they are heated toa 
feverish condition of blood. That, together 
with the condition of fatness they are in, seems 
toloosen the roots of the bristles, and the 
bristle pluckers pull them out more easily 
than a woman can remove the feathers from a 
goose. Apparently the pulling out of the 
bristles is attended with no pain whatever to 
the hog. When the hogs are all plucked they 
are,turned loose and are at liberty to run at 
large in their pastures until they grow a new 
crop of the material for which they are kept, 
and the time arrives for tallow fattening them 
again for the next plucking. Bristles from 
hogs of northern Russia always have at the 
roots little tufts of soft wool, which underlies 
the roots in the hog’s neck, it is supposed, for 
the purpose of protecting them from the rig- 
orous weather of that region. 

“France and Germany supply a small but 
valuable share of the bristles used in the trade. 
The German peasants save every bristle that 
falls from their hogs, and their herds are 
watched carefully, so that none of the valua- 
ble shedding is lost. They do not pluck their 
hogs alive, but when a pig is killed tbe first 
thing done is to secure the bristles. Collectors 
go about the country at regular intervals pur- 
chasing the bristle hoardings of the peasants. 
Germany produces more bristles than France, 
but those of the latter country exceed all 
others in value, although it has long been con- 
jectured in the trade that a large portion of 
the bristles sold as French are really the Rus- 
sian article, manipulated by processes known 
only to French bristle dealers. French bristles 
are the white, beautifully dressed ones of 
which choice brushes for artists and paiuters 
are made. Many so-called camel’s hair brush- 
es are simply fine French bristles, which pre- 
sent all the softness at the extremities and 
that peculiar springiness that makes the 
camel's hair so valuable. 

“Whenever a shoemaker is choosing his 
bristles he never wants them over six inches 
in length—the Russian bristles grow as long as 
10 ins.—for over that length they do not bave 
toughness and firmness necessary for his Use. 
Color is the chief thing to be looked for in de- 

. termining the value of bristles for fine brushes. 
White bristlesbring the highest price. This is not 
their natural color. Whiteness is produced by 
much washing, combing and skillful bleaching 
with sulphur. Some bristles will not become 
any nearer white than a cream color, and they 
are the next in value. Others—and many 
others at that—will not consent to change 
from a dirty brown or blucish gray. Such are 


disposed of by dyeing them black.”

Tanning Extracts, 


There is this to be said regarding the prepa- 
ration and use of extract in tanning says the 
Shoe and Leather Reporter. It is better for 
the tanner, where he can economically do so, 
to prepare them himself; he then knows ex- 
actly of what they are made, and the quality 
of his average production. With extracts 
made for profit the quality varies; a pur- 
chaser of one lot may know by analysis that 
he has a certain proportion of tannin, but 
each lot must thus be tested to know how to 
allow for the variation when it is used. Aside 
from this point,and perhaps owing to the 
competition between dealers, or a lack of care, 
there will be found useless adulterations such 
as wood pulp, derived from excessive leach- 
ing, intentional or otherwise, and also other 
adulterants and insoluble matter, that weighs 
but does not tan. The proportion of water 
also is variable, and in this way the strength 
is weakened. 

The wood puip is useless; it affects the qual- 
ity, and appearance, as well us the weight of 
the leather, causes a relaxation of the skin or 
hide, which is not the case with tan extracts 
madeatthetannery. It may be due to the 
fact thatthe natural acid used at the first 
stage ie hard to obtain, and when obtained, of 
different quality. At any rate, the skins an 
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hides from some commercial extracts are not 
of good texture, are of darker color, and even 
in the subsequent treatment do not yield the 
desired light shade. 

\ Some extracts also have a bad effect in tan 
ning calfskins, as it sinks too rapidly into the 
heart of the leather without tanning, whereby 
the entiré untanned cellular texture is sub- 
jected to a great change, the leather is puffed 
out and weak, and subsequently falls flat, and 
is loose and flabby, with poor weight and lack- 
ing durability. Commercial tan extracts may 
be used for the last stages of the tanning of 
calfskins, and might be recommended for that 
if of good quality. In this stage so much tan- 
nage has been previously accomplished, that 
no particular damage could be done to the 
texture of the skin or hide. 

In the tannage of upper leather commercial 
tan extracts are less harmful, as the large 
hide is tougher and is harder to injure, and 
therefore the harm to be looked for will be 
smaller in proportion. Commercial extracts 
are more adapted to sole leather, where color 
is of small importance, and the leather is sub- 
sequently pounded smooth and firm 

In the making of sole leather such extract 
must not be used in the earlier stages, and 
where the tanner is urged to use extracts on 
account of their cheapness, he should be ex- 
tremely careful, and only try the same in 
small quantities of each lot purchased, unless 
he can have fair samples of each lot purchased 
analyzed to assure himself of a uniformity of 
quality; this is as important with extracts as 

, with any other large commercial purchase. 

When, however, a good quality of extract is 
obtained, and can be advantageously used, the 
tanner must not stake all upon the first trial, 
as if this is not perfectly successful there may 
be other unfavorable circumstances aside 
from the extract itself that will produce the 
undesirable results, and they should not be 
charged to the extract. There must be adopt- 
ed with its use certain modifications, which if 
neglected, will, as with every similar process, 
lead to disappointment. 


When‘a tanner has the apparatus for making 
his own extract, he must carefully watch the 
procedure, and have the bark well rossed, oth- 
erwise a loose texture results. 

The chestnut extract which was manufac- 
tured in the color factories as a bye-product, 
and which was brought into Germany former- 
ly, had so many adulterations and so much 
wood pulp that it produced a dull gray leather 
of inferior quality. Leather chemists’ report 
on it have probably compelled the producers 
to make a better article, so that one may now 
try it again, 

The use of extracts by those who have no 
other advantageous way of getting the tan- 
vin, has been steadily growing for several 
years, because the tanner has been compelled 
to try everything. But the tanner is advised 
to proceed cautiously, in order not to lose the 
reputation his previous good products may 
have, as bas already been the case ina number 


of large establishments. This should not te 
Agee Postale 

gain, chemists who may have been good in 
other respects, but having no practical knowl- 
edge of the application of chemistry to tan- 
ning, have 2 advived badly. Only specialists who 
devote their entire attention to this business 
should be consulted. Or, if a tanner has had 
some os x results with tan extract, he should, 
if he to make his own practical tests, 
not go at once and pesenese @ large quan- 
tity without knowing its value, as he may tind 
some difference. Try more of it cautiously.

Vegetable Oils. 
TUESDAY EVENING, July 4, 1888. 

The linseed oil market has ruled steady so 
far as city brands are concerned, but out-of- 
town oil has sold at 48c, if rumors are to be 
relied upon. It was said to be asecond hand 
lot that changed hands at that figure, but 
this was subsequently denied. Report has it 
that Ohio oil is offering at 48c in this market, 
and some accuse New York State crushers of 
cutting prices, all of which has a tendency to 
influence a change of base on the part of 
holders of western oil. The latter are watch- 
ing developments, and acknowledge that the 
situation has been wea ened by the cheap 
offerings from other sources. Western oil is 
quoted nominal at 50c on spot, owing to the 
absence of important demand, and bids at a 
lower figure would, no doubt, be considered, 
although there is no haste to push business. 
City brands are uniform in price at 53c. 


The cotton oil market is devoid of interest 
as only necessary wants are being filled, and 
the feeling is slightly easier. Speculation as to 
the future is not being indulg d in, but there 
is general confidence in full values being main- 
tained until new crop oil is on the market. 
The advance in lard, stearine and tallow 
ought to have a_ beneficial effect, but 
so far the oil market shows no symp- 
toms of sympathizing. The slightly easier 
feeling referred to is only on _ second 
grades of oil, strictly prime being held at the 
old figures. Most of the oil marketed is 
known as “prime for the season” and com- 
mands 4@lc per gallon less than the regular 
grades. Sales of crude have been made at 
41@4l4%c but were by sample instead of a 
guarantee that they were prime, the latter 
being held at 42c. The same may be said of 
summer yellow, which is quoted at 46@47c ac- 
cording to quality. Buyers of important 
quantities have been making known their 
wants lately and it is supposed that two or 
three contracts have resulted from 
the negotiations, but particulars § are 
withheld. So far as the outside public 
have been informed only 500 bbis of crude and 
refined have changed hands, but this by no 
means represents the total business of the 
week. The jobbing trade is moderately act- 
ive. White summer and winter oils are un- 
changed in price. Some effort has been made 
to ascertain the total amount of available 
stock of all grades here and at the South, but 
while the supply is acknowledged to be limit- 
ed, there isa lack of information regarding 
actual figures. Large consumers are trying to 
stock ahead for August, and it will no doubt, 
transpire next month that a large portion of 
the oil now in store has beensold for August 
and September delivery.

more than usual during the week, and the 
indications are that large consumers are in 
the market. At all events several bids have 
been rejected and some holders have mani- 
fested a firm feeling, although rumor says 
that 50 tons were sold on spot at 5c, and that 
a bid of 5c was entertained for stock afloat. 
We are quoted 5\4c for supplies in store and 
5¢c to arrive, and there are holders who posi- 
tively refuse to shade these figures. Itis re 
ported that the vessel Tweed had to put back 
in distress. It has 500 tons of Ceylon and 125 
tons of Cochin oil on board. Cochin oil is 
nominal at previous quotations of 64@64c. 

Olive oil is selling moderately well for the 
season at 68c for Italian oil. In reports from 
Italy the fear is still expressed that the drought 
which has lately prevailed in some of the prin- 
cipal growing districts will damage the crop, 
and the tendency of the Naples market is there- 
fore rather firmer. In Sicily the crop prospects 
are said to be satisfactory, but prices are firm, 
partly on account of the improvement in the 
English freight quotations. As regards Spain, 
we hear that in Seville prices hay fallen £5 
per ton, which decline has prevented the im- 
portation of Italian oil in that market. The 
previous inflation of prices is attributed to 
reckless speculation there, which has now col- 
lapsed in the face of very favorable prospects 
for the new olive crop.

Menhaden oil interests have attracted atten 
tion during the week from the fact that mem- 
bers of the trade have been discussing the 
probable yield, and some of them are disposed 
to criticise with emphasis the comments 
in last week’s issue of the REPORTER. 
The following letter received at this office ex 
plains itself: 

“In your issue of July 18th, you say: ‘It is 
questionable if the new order of things will 
curtail the production of oil, as the average 
yield is expected to be as large as last season 
and the steamers now at work can cover near- 
ly all the territory of former seasons,’ It is 
not a question of territory covered by fisher- 
men, but the quantity and quality of fish 
taken. As I understand it, the Chesapeake, 
Delaware, Barren Island and Long Island 
Sound menhaden fishing grounds have been to 
date almost a failure, ani what fish have been 
taken yield about one-half as much oil as the 
fish of last season. With a large reduction of 
fishermen, light fishing and poor fish, it would 
seem that conditions were favorable for 
higher prices for oil and guano. Menhaden 
this season are located between Cape Cod and 
Monhegan in large quantities, which has not 
been the case before in ten years.” 

Anqfher correspondent sends us a clipping 
from an exchange which arrives at this conclu- 
sion: 

“The REPORTER, moreover, is doubtless 
wrong in supposing that the production of oil 
will not be eatortally curtailed. We antici- 
pate a large falling of in the products of the 
lishery, both oil and guano,” 

Tt is yet early to speculate on the results of 
the season. The REPORTER has only mentioned 
possibilities, and will leave the decided opin- 
ions to members of the trade who are better 
acquainted with the true situation. One of the 
leading lights who is not a buyer, informed a 
representative of this paper to-day that he be- 
lieved the fall fishing would bring the yield of 
oii up to last season. The Reportar does not

confirm that opinion, but presents it with the 
others, toshow the drift of sentiment upon 
this subject. Every person wishes the fishermen 
better luck this season as they have suffered 
in pocket forseveral years because too many 
men were engaged in the business; and if they 
succeed in obtaining better prices and a larger 
dividend on their invested capital, the Re- 
PORTER will be among the first to congratulate 
them and give them encouragement for the 
future as it has in the past. 

The market is quoted steady at 25c for prime 
new oil on the basis of sales which haye been 
made at that figure since last writing. Old oil 
is not a factor in the situation, as the amount 
on hand is very small. 


Mineral Oils. 

A very quiet season is being experienced in 
the mineral lubricating oil line. Uniform and 
steady prices are being quoted for all brands 
of leading specialties such as paraffline oils, 
and there is no reason to expect a change in 
this respect. No scarcity is reported except 
in black summer oil, the production of which 
has been limited to the actual demand so as 
not to cause a break in prices. Dealers are 
more willing to pay an advance over last sea- 
son’s schedule, because they obtain a better 
quality. Rejections are very seldom heard 
of, which evidence that the oil 
gives satisfaction. The of summer 
oil for dark steam refined, is also a 
thing of the past if we are to judge from the 
lack of complaints. Dark steam refined of the 
lower grade is very little sought after but the 
higher priced goods have a regular outlet. 
Red parafiine oils have still a moderate outlet 
but not to the extent of last season as sub- 
stitues are being pushed to the front because 
of the costof making red oils. Wool grades 
are meeting with an increased trade, and the 
low prices are assisting to make them popular. 
Special trade marks at special prices are being 
pushed vigorously.

Wax. Lard, Tallow, Etc. 

The parafiine wax market is still in the same 
position, and it looks as if present prices were 
to remain on a steady basis. Trade is quiet but 
healthy, and there is no disposition to push 
business. Crude is selling at 44@43c for 126 
@128 melting point, and refined at 844@9c for 
134test according to quantity. 

The lard market is higher and rather more 
active. The fact that stocks are compara- 
tively limited will no doubt keep the market 
in ®@ buoyant condition. Cash lard commands 
8.70c and city steam 8.l5c. Refined is quoted 
steady at 8.45@9.75c. 

Lard stearine is also higher, with good de- 
mand and light offerings. City brands are 
held at llc and Western on spot at 1035¢c.  Oleo 
stearine is scarce and wanted at 84c. 

The tallow market shows more firmness, but 
there is little on offer, as better prices are ex- 
pectei. Liberal sales were made at 4\4c, and 
this price would still be paid. The outlook is 
very encouraging, 


Naval Stores. 

Spirits turpentine.—The trading in the mar- 
ket for this article has been on the jobbing 
order entirely, and no large business can be 
mentioned. The position of the market to- 
day showed a siight improvement over the 
same time last week, and values were steadier. 
This has been for the most part due to the 
advices from the primary sources, which have 
buoyed up the market at this part to a greater 
or less degree. At the close a steady tone 
was evinced with 35c as the ruling price. 

Rosin—The market for rosin has been with- 
out special interest during the week under 
review. During the middle of last week a 
slump in prices at the South was occasioned by 
a sale, made by some one, who was evidently 
anxious to realize, and quoted low figures, 
thereby causing the market to tumble. There

The Olive Trade of Portugal. 

The subjoined is extracted from a report by 
the British Consul at Lisbon: “As regards 
olive oil, the commissioners emphatically 
assert that the golden days of the cultivation 
of the olive tree have passed away forever. 
They estimate the depreciation during the 
last twenty-five years in the real value of an 
olive yard, not profitably susceptible of other 
culture, at 50 per cent., which is also the exact 
percentage of the depreciation for the same 
period in the value of the oil. This result has 
arisen partly from exhaustion of the trees 
due to age, or the ravages of parasitical in- 
sects and fungi, and partly to the competition 
of Spanish oil. The commissioners recom- 
mend as palliatives to this evil, certain pre- 
cautions on the frontier to prevent Spanish 
oil from coming into the market under the 
guise of (the presumably superior) Portuguese 
oil,and the engagement by the government 
of a limited number of Italian oil-makers, 
who would teach the Italian processes at 
various Portuguese centers of production, 
since, though great improvements have of 
late years been introduced by some enlight- 
ened growers into the manufacture of Portu- 
guese oil, it has never yet reached the degree 
of excellence attained by French and Italian 
oils.””

Blackfish Oil. 

The term “blackfish” oil is very promiscu- 
ously applied by whalers, and includes the 
common black whale of the Australian seas, 
besides the pilot-whale, the American G. and 
the killer G. of the South Sea whalers. The 
two species of chief importance as oil-yielders 
are G. intermedias and G. macrorhyecnus. 
The former is pursued by the Tasmanian 
whalers, and affords an average of 30-35 gal. of 
dark, unpleasantly odorous oil. This fishery, 
in 1869, produced 13 tuns; in 1873, 124% tuns: and 
the exports in 1875 were 25 tuns, value £965. 
The American cataceans appear about the 
shores of Cape Cod and Barnstable Bay from 
early summer till early winter. They are sur- 
rounded by boats and frightened till they 
beach themselves in endeavoring to escape. 
They are then lanced, and when the tide leaves 
them, their blubber is cut out, and “rendered.” 
The product is about 30 gal. of oil. In addi- 
tion, a portion of the head, reaching from the 
spout-hole to the end of the nose,and from 
the top of the head to the upper jaw, and 
forming a piece weighing about 25 lbs., affords 
some 6 qts. of a very limpid oil, which is com- 
monly termed “melon-oil.” This oil is said to 
have an unusually low congealing-point, and 
to have no corrosive effect on metallic sur- 
faces; it is specially prepared by a few firms in 
the United States as a superior lubricant for 
delicate mechanism.

The market for refined in barrels for export 
has developed more activity during the past 
week, notwithstanding tht prices have ruled 
higher and freight rates show a further ad- 
vance.

Standard Oil Trust Investigation. 


At the request of the Standard Oil Trust the 
House Committee on Manufactures last Fri- 
day resumed its investigation into the Oil 
Trust in order to give the Trust an opportuni- 
ty to rebut certain statements put in evidence 
before the committee. 

In their request fora reopening of the in- 
vestigation Messrs. Choate, Dodd and Flagg 
make the following statement: 

The Standard Oil Trust offers to proye by 
various witnesses including Messrs. Flagler 
and Rockafeller, that the disastrous condition 
of the refining bnsiness and the numerous 
failures of refiners prior to 1875 arose from 
imperfect methods of refining, want of co-op- 
eration among refiners, the prevalence of spec- 
ulative methods in the purchase and sale of 
both crude and refined petroleum, sudden and 
great reductions in prices of crude and exces- 
sive rates of freight; that these disasters led 
to co-operation and association among the re- 
finers, and that such association and co-opera- 
tion, resulting eventually in the Standard Oil 
Trust, has unabled the refiners so co-opera- 
ting to reduce the price of petroleum products 
and thus benefit the public to a very marked 
degree, and that this has been accomplished : 

1. By cheapening transportation, both local 
and to the seaboard, through perfecting and 
extending the pipe-line system, by construct- 
ing and supplying cars by which oil can be 
shipped in bulk at less cost than in packages 
and the cost of packages also be saved; by 
building tanks for the storage of oil in bulk; 
by purchasing and perfecting terminal facili- 
ties for receiving, handling and reshipping 
oils; by purchasing or building steam tugs and 
lighters for seaboard and river serviceand by 
building wharves, docks and warehouses for 
home and foreigen shipments. 

2. That by uniting the knowledge, experi- 
ence and skill, and by building manufactories 
upon a more perfect and extensive scale with 
improved machinery and appliances they have 
been enabled to, and do, manufacture a bet- 
ter quality of illuminating oil at less cost, the 
actual cost of manufacturing having been 
thereby reduced about 66 per cent. 

3. That by the same methods the cost of 
manufacture in barrels, tin cans and wooden 
cases has been reduced from 50 to 60 per cent. 

4. That as a result of these savings in cost 
the price of refined oils has been reduced since 
co-operation began about nine cents per gal- 
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lon, after making allowances for reduction in 
the price of crude oil, amounting toa saving 
to the public of about one hundred million 
dollars per annum. 

5. That by this co operation, the consequent 
cheapening of products and the united efforts 
to open up foreign markets, the value of the 
exports of petroleum and its products aver- 
ages nearly fifty million do lars per annum, 
notwithstanding the great decrease in the 
price. 

6. That were it not for this cheapening of 
transportation and reduction of cost of man- 
ufacture of products, the American oil trade 
could not hold its own in the markets of Eu- 
rope and as against the competition of Russian 
oil products. 

After a statement made by Chairman Bacon 
that the committee would hear testimony on 
certain parts of the offer made but that they 
thought the evidence already taken conclu- 
sive on other points, Mr. Flagler, one of the 
members of the original Standard Oil Com- 
pany, took the stand. 

Mr. Choate desired to examine the witness, 
but Mr. Bacon said it was the desire of the 
committee that no questions should be asked 
by any person not a member of the committee 
except Mr. Gowan, counsel for the committee. 

Mr. Flagler began his testimony by stating 
that the Empire Transportation Company, a 
part of the Pennsyivania Railroad system, was 
purchased by the Standard Oil Company, be- 
cause it was found that refineries not so well 
equipped as the Standard’s were able by rea- 
son of favorable railroad rates given them by 
the Pennsylvania to underbid the Standard. 
The Pennsylvania agreed to get the Empire 
Company to selland divest itself of its manu- 
facturing business and confine itself to the 
business of transportation because it was in- 
formed that otherwise the Standard, which 
did the largest part of the oil business, would 
not ship over its lines when any other road 
was available. 

The matter of commissions paid by the rail- 
roads to the Standard was then taken up, and 
Mr. Flagler said he desired to state that the 
commission of 10 per cent. paid by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad was not a rebate in any sense 
whatever, but was money given for services 
rendered. The services consisted in seeing 
that each of the trunk line railroads got the 
percentage of oil business which they had mu- 
tually agreed each should receive, in furnish- 
ing free terminal facilities to the roads and in 
exempting the railroads from responsibility 
for any losses which might occur in the course 
of transportation. To give the railroads their 
proper percentages the Standard was com- 
pelled to run refineries at unprofitable points 
and to produce large quantities of oil at un- 
profitable seasons. This service, witness said, 
cost the Standard hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and it was unfair, therefore, he as- 
serted, to call the commission given a “prefer- 
ential rate.’ Mr. Flagler added: We wanted 
uniform rates. We were alwuys willing to pay 
the same rates as other shippers, and never 
sought to get any discrimination. We did 
just what Mr. Rice and everybody else did 
when it wasa regular go-as-you-please affair 
—we got the very lowest rate we could.” 

Mr. Gowan next asked witness about the fight 
which took place between the Standard and 
the Tidewater Pipe Line, and he replied that it 
was not the Standard’s fight; the fight was be- 
tween the principal trunk Jines and the Stand- 
ard foolishly allowed itself to be drawn into it. 
The trunk lines desired to keep all the oij 
transportation business to themselves. 

Continuing, witness said that since his con- 
nection with the oil business there had been a 
constant improvement in the quality of re- 
fined oi] and a steady decrease in the price to 
the consumer. 

The Russian oil fields, witness said, had of 
late years become formidable competitors of 
the American oil fields. The oil in the Baku 
district was seemingly inexhaustible, the busi- 
ness was being conducted with considerable 
skilland American oil bad been driven out of 
Russia and many Mediterranean ports. Large 
quantities of Russian oil were also being sent 
to England and the Orient. 

A statement was put in evidence showing 
that the price of refined oil per gallon had 
steadily decreased from 61°54 eents per gallon 
for export at New York in 186], to 13 cents in 
1875, and to 6°72 cents in 1887. It also shows 
that the value of exports of oil from the 
United States have increased from $10,782,000 
in 1864, to $46,824,000 in 1887, and that during 
that period they have aggregated in value 
$895,115,000. This reduction in the price of re- 
fined oil, witness testified, was largely due to 
co-operation, the expenditure of large 
amounts of money for increased facilities for 
handling and refining oil, and increased know:- 
edge of the business. 


J. W. Alexander, a superintendent, and W. 
H. Jones, an employe of the National Transit 
Company, were examined in regard to a state- 
ment of State Senator Emery, an oil producer 
and refiner, to the effect that while his wells 
produced good oil, inferior oil was delivered 
to him by the tank line. The witnesses testi- 
fied that it was impossible, in the way the oil 
business was conducted, to give refiners the 
particular oil which wells owned by them 
might have produced, but that the oil given 
all refiners was of gq0q, merchantable quality, 

Mr. Dayis, an oil refiner, of Philadelphia, 
connected with the Standard, testified that 
Mr, Emery had made forma] complaint of the 
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quality of oil delivered to him, and that on 
investigation it was found that Mr. Emery’s 
oil was the same as witness and all other re- 
finers got. “Was it good oil?” asked Mr. 
Gowan. “It was better oil than we have got 
since,”’ was witness’s reply. 

Mr. Archbold, one of the directors of the 
Standard Oi) Trust, was called to the stand, 
and Mr. Choate handed the following question 
to the chairman and asked that the witness be 
allowed to answer it: 

“Will you explain in your own way how the 
operations of the combination that resulted 
in the Standard Oil Trust have affected the 
production of oil, the price of refined oi! and 
the extension of the market for oil?” 

Chairman Bacon declined to allow the ques- 
tion to be answered, on the ground that it 
would be largely argumentative. Inreply to 
aquestion asked by Mr. Gowan, witness said 
that the Standard had never entered intoany 
negotiations for the purchase of the Russian 
oll fields. 

Mr. Choate then said that as it was his un- 
derstanding that the committee had refused 
to go into certain matters which his clients de- 
sired to prove, they had no further testimony 
to produce. 

While they could not criticise the methods 
of the committee they feltthat great latitude 
had been given the inquiry so far as it was ad- 
verse to them: a great deal of hearsay evidence 
and scandal had been received from witnesses 
whom they could not cross examine. They 
believed they could successfully retute this 
testimony, but as the committee had declined 
to hear their witnesses they hoped their offer 
to show these things would be spread upon 
the record. The offer referred to proposed to 
go extensively into various matters testi- 
fied to before the committee, including under- 
billing, the affairs of Chess, Carley & Co. and 
the reputation of some of the witnesses before 
the committee, charging Mr. George Rice es- 
pecially with attempting to blackmnil the 
Standard. Mr. Bacon said that the committee 
had declined to accept the offer made, because 
a part of the testimony secured would be 
merely cumulative.other parts would be argu- 
mentative, other parts were not under invest 
gation, and as to the credibility of witnesses 
the committee did not desire to go into that 
matter. As to the request that the offer be 
spread upon the records that would have to 
be determined at a future meeting of the com- 
mittee. 

The committee then adjourned, the under- 


standing being that the investigation into the 
Standard Oil Trust was fina ly closed.

There appears to be a returning feeling of 
confidence in the drug market, and orders are 
becoming more numerous. Buyers have got 
into the habit of taking small quantities at a 
time, and they still adhere to that policy, so 
that while the inquiry is more active, transac- 
tions ona large scale are seldom heard of. 
The outlook is encouraging to importers and 
dealers, and a better tone is noticeable. But 
few changesin an upward direction have oc- 
curred within the week. We note the follow- 
ing changes:

Opium. 

There isa very strong undercurrent in the 
opium market, and though the surface indica- 
tions are slight as yet, they are sufficiently 
marked to strengthen the impression pre- 
viously conveyed in these reports that the 
market is on the eve of an important change. 
Facts are difficult to obtain, for the reason 
that those who hold the key to the situation 
are very reticent and cannot be induced to 
confirm or deny the rumors that have reached 
us from various sources. According to some 
of the dealers, the confidence of the smaller 
buyers has been much strengthened and during 
the past week they have shown it by quite lib- 
eral purchases. When it comes to the larger 
transactions which have taken place it is not 
so easy to get at the details. We know of sales 
of 50 cases having been made within the week 
ata range of $2 65@2 80, the bulk of it having 
beenin one or two case lots. There is reason 
to believe that double the quantity named has 
changed hands within the week and the 
transactions of the past fortnight would 
bring the total sales up to a much lar- 
ger amount. There is a manifest dis- 
inclination on the part of holders to re- 
lease large lots even at a considerable advance 
on the current market rates,yet buyers experi- 
ence little difticulty in getting orders for sin- 
gle cases filled at $265, and to serve a purpose 
some holders might accept $2 60. This has giv- 
en rise to the belief that a decided change in 
the situation is not far off and this opinion is 
strengthened by the fact that within the past 
ten days there has been an advance of fully 
one shilling in the prices demanded for for- 
ward shipments from Smyrna. Broken pack- 
ages have been selling at $2 70@2 75 and these 
were the quotations for jobbing quantities at 
the close. Powdered is obtainable at $3 90@4 
and has sold fairly. 


Quinine. 

The firm feeling heretofore noticed in the 
market for quinine still prevails. Buyers 
finding that there was little probability of an 
immediate reaction have been more liberal 
with their orders and the result has been an 
active jobbing business. These has also been 
more speculative inquiry but the actual busi- 


ness in large lots has not been 
very heavy, principally because there 
have been few sellers anxious to 


part with stock. Some 25,000 ozs of the best 
brands have changed hands among speculat- 
ors, and little or none of it was secured below 
34c, indicating that considerable confidence is 
felt in the future of the article. The favorite 
frands are not now obtainable below 35c in 
any quantity, though some makes are still to 
be had at 34c. The jobbing demand particu- 
larly from the South shows a steady and im- 
portant increase. Small packages are most in 
demand for this trade and being very scarce 
command comparatively high prices. The do- 
mestic manufacturers report trade as very 
quiet with them, and have made no change in 
their quotations. 

The receipts of quinine for the week have 
been 75,000 ozs entered at the Custom House.

Alcohol is unchanged, The demand for 
grain continues active in a jobbing way,and it 
remains steady at $2 20@2 22. For wood there 
is littlé demand, and prices are almost entirely 
nominal. 

Borax remains as when we last wrote. The 
demand is chiefly for small lots to supply 
passing needs. The market is firm under 
concentrated stocks, and we repeat our quota- 
tions of 84@8téc for city refined, 814@84c for 
California refined, and 744@7%c for concen- 
trated. 

Carbolic acid has recovered from the weak- 


ness caused by heavy arrivals, as 
the surplus stocks have been absorbed 
and advices from abroad are more re- 


assuring. The demand is good and the con- 
sumption is said to be increasing. We con- 
tinue to quote 80@32c in drums, and 35@40c in 
pound bottles. 

Cantharides are easier owing to the lack of 
demand and accumulating stocks. We quote

This being the case, efforts were 
made to ascertain a means of “denaturizing” 
the tea, so as to make it unfit for human con- 
sumption, while preserving the constituents 
from whieh caffieine may be extracted. Ap- 
plication was the Customs to know whether, 
if the tea were “denatured” by chemical 
means, it would be allowed to be taken out ‘of 
bond and treated in a fuctory for obtaining 
caffeine: the Customs replied that unless the 
tea paid 6d. per lb duty it could not be allow- 
ed’to pass Out. In the meantime Mr. Christy 
brought the matter before the Chemical Sec- 
tion of the London Chamber of Commerce, 
and asub-committe was appointed, consisting 
of Mr. D. Howard, Mr. T. Whiffen, 
aud Mr. Christy. It was decided that 
Messrs. Howard and Whiffin should prepare 
samples of tea treated with petroleum. Mr. 
Christy duly presented these at the Custom 
house, and, although the tea was denatured,” 
it was evident that this ingredient was unsuit- 
able, because the whartfingers, for several rea- 
sons, would object to petroleum being brought 
on their premises. 

The sub-committee then experimented with 
samples of tea treated with Jime and assafc- 
tida, and,after further negotiations, the sec- 
retary of the Customs wrote, on the 26th ult., 
to the secretary of the London Chamber of 
Commerce that he had reported to the ‘Treas- 


O. 
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of the samples submitted by Messrs. Howards, 
in the proportion of about 1,000 lbs. of ground 
tea to 100 lbs. of lime and 1 lb. of assafcetida, 
would become incapable of being taken into 
consumption as tea.” 
Chemical Trade Section Committee, held on 
the 27th ult., the chairman of the Section pro- 
posed that a vote of thanks should be accord- 
ed to Mr. Christy for the part he had taken in 
the matter, “the result being that the manu- 
facture of this important material, caffeine, 
would savea large amount of money now 
thrown away, and employ a waste product 
which could be turned into a most valuable 
medicine, which had, up to the present time, 
been only used by medica) men in small quan- 
tities in this country.” In the general discus- 
sion that followed, the opinion was expressed 
that as soon as medical men in this country 
know that they can obtain large supplies of 
caffeine they will be glad to employ it in their 
prescriptions. Mr. Christy has subsequently 


received a letter from the Board of 
Customs to the effect that the Lords 
of the Treasury have sanctioned deli- 


very of tea free of duty for the manufacture 
of caffeine out of bond, subject, of course, to 
all necessary precautions, and that the Board 
will at once formulate the needful regulations 
and be ready to apply them on application 
from firms desirous of availing themselves of 
the new system. As will be noted from a re- 
port in another column, the denaturing of tea 
for the extraction of caffeine was the subject 
of a question by Mr. Dixon-Hartland to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in the House of 
Commons and in his reply Mr. Groschen stated 
that “the experiments had been satisfactory, 
and that the regulations authorizing the re- 
moval of denatured tea from bond for the 
manufacture of caffeine would be issued ina 
few days.” 

We also learn, on the authority of the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce, “that on the 3d 
inst. the Customs finally decided on the whole 
of the details, and tea has actually been pur- 
chased from the wharfigers in large quantities 
for treatment. The caffeine industry is, there- 
fore, now in a fair way of being established in 
this country, and English producers and con- 
sumers will derive increased advan- 
tage from its transfer from Germany.” 
We have thus stated what has been done in re- 
gard to this matter for the information of our 
readers, but we do not anticipate that “the 
caffeine industry” will grow into one of much 
importance in this country, or that it will 
have any materia) influence on the trade. In- 
deed, it might have been expected that Mr. 
Christy's proposal to utilize damaged teas 
would have attracted great attention from 
the wholesale tea firms; but, somewhat curi- 
ously, such is not the case. In the course of 
inquiries this week we have discovered that 
nearly all such firms, if not absolutely igno- 
rant with respect to it, regard it with a certain 
degree of apathy, and obviously do not look 
upon it as being immensely to their advant- 
age. The fact, indeed, must be borne in mind 
that, relatively to the large quantities of tea 
imported into this country, the percentage of 
the article that comes here unfit for consump- 
tion, on which duty is not paid, is not by any 
means so enormous as the promoters of “the 
caffeine industry” appear to imagine; and 
therefore a great deal depends upon how 
much caffeine they are able to extract from a 
given quantity of tea. If the supplies of their 
raw material run short, the result may be 
somewhat awkward, and it is to be hoped this 
contingency has not been left out of their 
calculations.

The English Chemical Trade. 


According to the Oil and Colorman’s Jour- 
nal, the general tendency in prices for chemi- 
cals in London is downwards, and as all large 
consumers are well covered in contracts the 
amount of fresh trade passing is very small 
indeed, 

Alkali manufacturers are experiencing diffi- 
culties in placing the large quantities of caus- 
sic soda now being produced all over the 
country. It would seem that the supply is 
outrunning the demand, and prices are now 
so low that it is scarcely possible for the man- 
ufacturers to make ends meet, especially if 
the manufacture is not being carried out con- 


jointly. 


The latter article has fluctuated very 
little during the month, and closes with a 
firmer tendency at £7 5s per ton, free on rails. 
Soda ash has maintained its price fairly well, 
and at the present time manufacturers are 
very fully employed. 

Metal salts areall rather easier. Sulphate of 
copper is being sold at £2010s per ton, though 
some manufacturers still quote higher prices. 
Tin crystals can now be bought at 6%4d per Ib. 
Nitrate of lead is not yet in excess of the de- 
mand and consequently prices are well main- 
tained, £22 10s per ton free on rails, Lanca- 
shire, being its present value. Acetates of 
lead are all lower, best foreign white £25 per 
ton c. i. f. British ports, English white £27 per 
ton carriage paid. Brown, slow sale at about 
£20 per ton. 

Acetate of lime has experienced a sharp 
drop in price. American brown has been done 
as low as £7 per ton delivered, Lancashire. 
Home makers have not accepted this price, 
but judging from the accumulation of stocks 
it is tolerably certain that they will doso 
within the next month. The consumption of 
acetic acid both here and in America seems to 
have fallen off considerably. 

Tar products are in a weak condition. It is 
difficult to give prices, as the bulk of the trade 
in benzoles is being done by the “bulls” at 
prices which the buyers ure not always at lib- 
erty to state outside. The same remarks ap- 
ply to carbolic acid, which, unexpectedly, has 
shown a weaker tendency just at the time of 
the year when it should be strongest. Tartaric 
acid is weak at 1s 544d to Is 534d per Ib, for for- 
eign. Citric acid has slightly improved in 
price, and is now selling at ls 7d per lb. <Ace- 
tic acids are all lower owing to the weak state 
of acetate of lime. Bichromates of potash and 
soda have not changed their price although 
the demand has been exceedingly limited. 
Chlorate is down to 544 per Ib., and prussiate 
of potash to 684 per lb. Prussiate of soda 
has met with more inquiry, and good orders 
have been placed for July delivery. Oxalic 
acid is now selling at 3d per lb. with a long 
discount. One would think that it has now 
reached the bottom.

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Recovering Soda from Spent Liquor 
of Paper Mills. 


The following decision has been rendered by 
the Commissioner of patents on the applica- 
tion of Edward N. Atwood to secure a patent 
on a process for recovering soda from spent 
soda liquor of paper pulp mills: 

Applicant petitions the Commissioner to va- 
cate the action of the examiner in suspending 
the issue of patent upon this application until 
an interference in which another case of ap- 
plicant’s is involved shall be determined; also, 
that such interference be suspended until the 
present petition shall be disposed of. 

The facts are as follows: Applicant has 
pending the present application for a process 
amd a companion application for the appar- 
atus by which that process may be carried out. 
This application for the process is ready for 
allowance; but the application for the appar- 
atus must be placed in interference with an 
application of another party, and the exam- 
iner feels it to be his duty to hold this process 
application from issue until such interference 
is disposed of. The reason for this is stated by 
the examiner as follows: 

If the opposing party in the interference for 
the apparatus should prove to be the prior in- 
ventor, and this application should in the 
meantime have been issued, the anomaly 
would be created that the prior inventor of 
the apparatus for carrying out and perform- 
ing the process claim in this application would 
not have any right, according to the patents 
issued by the office, to use his apparatus, the 
allowance of this application being prima facie 
evidence that the applicant was the first in- 
venter of the process, and therefore entitled 
to dominate all apparatus invented subse- 
quently. 

The examiner also calls attention to the 
Rules of Practice as they have heretofore ex- 
isted, citing Rule 51, edition of August, 1878, 
and Rule 94, edition of April 15,1882. But the 
relation between process and apparatus is not 
that which exists between generic and specific 
claims for obvious reasons. Every species 
contains the genus, both being present. A 
new species may be invented without their 
being any invention of the genus, which was 
old and known to the inventor. Hence a 
patent for the genus must cover and include 
and therefore dominate the new species, for 
in so far as the characteristics of the species 
are those of the genus, there is no 
new invention. The inventor of the 
new species has borrowed the _ generic 
features of the genus to build upon, and as to 
these the new invention and the old are identi- 
cal, The patent for the specific is dominat- 
ed and controlled by the patent for the gen- 
eric, because the subject of the latter belongs 
tothe latter patentee. In these particulars 
the inventions are the same. But this is not 
the case in the matter of process and appara- 
tus. There is nosuch relationship. They are 
wholly separate and distinct inventions. If A 
is the first inventor of a given process, his pat- 
ent will necessarily dominate and control eve- 
ry apparatus that may be invented to carry it 
out. But this is a. domination which arises 
from the patent system, and is the same domi- 
nation and exclusive right which exists inher- 
ently in every patent. It is simply the 
prohibition of the law which forbids all 
Persons from using the subject of an 


AND 
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invention for which a_ valid patent 
has issued to the original inventor thereof. 
The inventor of the apparatus may patent the 
same whether he invents the apparatus pend- 
ing the application of another person for the 
process or years after the patent for the pro- 
cess has issued; but in neither case can he use 
his apparatus except by consent of the pat- 
entee of the process. Why? Simply because 
his invention is of such a character that it is 
incapable of operation independently of exe- 
cution of the other person’s process, and such 
process is patented. Bell has a patent for a 
method of transmitting articulate speech. 
Hundreds of patents have issued for the me- 
chanical apparatus which may be employed in 
executing Bell’s method; but no one of these 
patentees can put his patented mechanisms 
into use except by consent of Bell. In this 
particular they occupy the same relation as 
the general public, which is simply that 
they cannot use Bell's method with or 
without patents for the apparatus except 
subject to the domination of a patent pre- 
viously issued. Why, therefore, should this 
application be held up and not go to issue? 
The apparatus application of the other party 
shows but does not claim the process. The 
rules forbid an interference between the pres- 
ent process application and that. The appli- 
cant in that case does not see proper to file an 
application for the process, and the presump- 
tion is that he is not the inventor of it. It 
does not follow at all because he shows and 
claims thesame apparatus that he is the in- 
ventor of the process. It is of the very es- 
sence of a patentable process that it shall ex- 
ist and be capable of conception and operation 
independently of the apparatus by which it 
may be carried out. Not only this, but in the 
present application I understand there is a 
cross-reference to the apparatus § ap- 
plication, and I infer that there 
is a similar cross-reference in _ the 
latter. If there is not there should be, and it 
should still be introduced. This gives the 
other party to the interference notice of the 
existence of the present application for the 
process, and if he does not choose to promptly 
file his application for such process, (if he 
claims to be the inventor of it,) and thus 
bring himself into interference with it, he 
ought not to be allowed by indirection to do 
what he refuses to do directly—tie up the 
present application and delay its issuance 
upon an imaginary or supposititious interfer- 
ence not contemplated and not provided for 
in the rules. 

There is no provision of law or rule of the 
office for suspending the issue of a patent on 
an application which is declared to be allowa- 
ble. It can be rejected, in which case the ap- 
plicant must be notified and given the reasons, 
together with such information and references 
as may be useful, etc. An interference may 
be declared, or a public use inquiry instituted, 
and the investigation conducted to an end; 
but where an applicant has properly filed his 
application and the examiner can neither re- 
ject nor find public use nor declare an inter- 
ference, but acknowledges the application to 
be allowable, his right to suspend the issue 
does not exist. Insuch case the Commistioner 
himself has no discretion to withhold a patent. 
1 conclude, therefore, that the examiner erred 
in suspending the allowance of this applica-

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and 80°5°. This appears to @rave satisfied 
Messrs. Volkart Brothers, and as a week 
elapsed after Mr. Halliley drew samples and 
nothing was heard from the Government, it 
was naturally concluded that the oil had 
passed the test, as we believe all Rus- 
sian oil has done in the East where- 
ever ‘imported. About a week after 
this Mr. Halliley came to the store again and 
drew samples, but several days elapsed and 
again nothing transpired and the work of 
landing proceeded, and, finally, the Castle 
Eden, having discharged all her cargo, left the 
port. All this time delivery of numbers of 
cases of oil had taken place to various pur- 
chasers, and the store was being rapidly 
cleared of its contents, when on the 30th of 
last month—the day before yesterday—Messrs. 
Volkart Brothers received a letter from the 
colonial secretary informing them that the 
petroleum was found to be dangerous and 
giving them three days’ time to adopt one of 
the three alternatives provided by section 12 
of the ordinance, which are as follows: 

(a) To rectify the petroleum. 

(b) To apply for a license to import the pe- 
troleum as dangerous; or 

(c) To re-export the petroleum. 

The colonial secretary further intimated to 
Messrs. Volkart Brothers that a prosecution 
had been ordered against them for having dis- 
tributed the petroleum. This is, of course, the 
only point on which the government can catch 
Messrs. Volkart Brothers, as they were granted 
a permit to land store the oil from the princi- 
pal collector of customs. A summons will issue 
to-day, and Messrs. Volkart Brothers intend 
to plead guilty to having distributed the petro- 
leum, and this will render them liable to im- 
prisonment for one month or a fine of 500 ru- 
pees. But it is impossible to acquit the Gov- 
ernment of grave blame in this matter. Why 
did they not cause tests to be made 
directly the ship arrived, and why 
did they wait until three-quarters of 
the cargo had been landed and distributed 
to their knowledge before making a test? The 
Castle Eden arrived on the 11th of last month 
and the Government only acquainted Messrs. 
Volkart Brothers with the result of their test 
on the 30th, nineteen days afterwards,and then 
give the importers three days to do three 
things, each of which is admitted an act of 
physical impossibility. There is no apparatus 
in Ceylon for rectifying petroleum, to apply 
for a license to possess dangerous petroleum 
means that the whole of it—140,000 tins—will 
have to be bottled and labeled and might as 
well be destroyed, for it will be of no use, and 
to tell them to export the petroleum when 
the ship is gone is of course absurd, seeing 
there is no means of shipment, and if there 
were no one would take it. Messrs. Volkart 
Brothers, therefore, told this plainly to the 
Government, and furthermore challenged the 
correctness of the test submitted by Dr. Atty- 
galle, and said the oil was tested before ship- 
ment, and that the shippers guarantee the 
flashing point not to be below 76° F. Further, 
they stated that they have had tests applied 
here by competent persons which turned out 
satisfactorily,and begged the Government to 
direct the oil to be re-tested by some other 
officer. Finally they gave notice that they 
hold the Government responsible for all losses 
and damages arising from detention and 
through wrongful classification of the oil. 

This, of course, has stopped the delivery of 
oil from the store, but meanwhile, at the im- 
porters’ instance, Messrs. Symons and Coch- 
ran are taking careful samples drawn from 
the whole consignment, and will submit half 
to immediate test and forward the other half 
by steamer to the Government tester in Bom- 
bay. Any petroleum having a flashing point 
below 76° F. is ranked as dangerous petrole- 
um. The result obtained by Dr. Attygalle, 
whose second essay in this work it is, was that 
the flashing point of the oil in 14 samples 
varied from 73°6° to 753°. The Government 
is, it is said, desirous of making an example of 
Messrs. Volkart Brothers in this matter, but 
their new-born zeal in this direction is in 
strange contrast to the apathy which has al- 
lowed thousands of cases of oil, in contraven- 
tion of the ordinance, to be stored in bou- 
tiques in the pettah and elsewhere. Further, 
it is rather hard on Messrs. Volkart Brothers, 
who have more than any other firm endeay- 
ored to comply with the requirements of the 
ordinance by building stores after the model 
and instructions laid down by the Govern- 
ment, 

By waiting a fortnight before making the 
tests required by law the Government be- 
haved most unjustly, even supposing their 
test is correct, which, in the face of Mr, Sy- 
mons’ test, we doubt. In Bombay the custom 
is as follows: 

'“On a ship’s arrival a general manifest is 


Active and thorough specialists, with a knowl- 
edge of French, easily meet with appoint- 
ments, while the pay of chemists in Belgium, 
is on the whole far better than in Germany 
itself. The small country is, however, soon 
supplied. Should an energetic German special- 
ist have an opportunity presented to him of 
obtaining an appointment in Belgium he can 
accept it with ease. The estimation in which 
the Belgian manufacturer holds German 
science generally renders the position of a 
German chemist in Belgium an independent 
one. In all other respects we have to deal 
with a country which meets the foreigner in 
the most liberal spirit, quite irrespective of 
his nationality, while the Belgians, whose 
language, customs and temperaments lean 
more towards those of the French, show a 
special regard for the German on account of 
his energetic striving and his uprightness in 
business matters, even although many in 
another respect may latterly have enter- 
tained an aversiou, arising from commercial 
jealousy to our nation in consequence of our 
crushing competition. 

There yet remain a few remarks to be made 
regarding the condition of the analytical in- 
stitutionsin Belgium, The chemical-agricul- 
tural laboratories belonglng to the State are 
excellently appointed institutions, which ex- 
ercise the necessary control over the domain 
of agriculture. Of these there exist up to the 
present date seven (two being conducted by 
naturalized Germans), but in the course of a 
short time it is in contemplation that they 
shall be increased by the addition of afew 
more. Moreover, a few provinces, as alsea 
few cities (before all, Brussels), possess their 
own excellently conducted alalytical stations, 
to which must be added a small number of pri- 
vate institutions belonging to manufacturing 
and mercantile chemists. We must, however, 
look at the fact that the Belgians consult these 
institutions very little, and, in the absence of 
afood law, the entire organization in this 
branch, especialiy in the small provincial 
towns, is still somewhat backward, while Bel- 
gium still remains a small El Dorado for swin- 
dlers and food adulterators. Thus it happened 
that during last summer that of about fifty 
farmers who had been prosecuted for adulte- 
rating their butter the majority went unpun- 
ished, as the law provided no punishment for 
the very worst offenders—those who had sold 
pure artificial butter .for pure natural butter, 
—consequently artificial butter unadulterated. 
One of the most widely-circulated journals of 
Brussels last summer furnished the informa- 
tion that of five ships which annually entered 
the port of Brussels with cargoes of china 
clay,four were utilized for the adulteration of 
flour.—Chem. Trade Jour.

MESSRS, VOLKART BROTHERS BEFORE THE PO- 
LICE COURT OF COLOMBO. 


In our last night’s issue we had an article re- 
garding the kerosene oil imported by Messrs. 
Volkart Brothers and the action of the gov- 
ernment on its alleged dangerous nature. 
Those proceedings have been followed up by 
the institution of a case in the police court of 
Colombo this day, when Mr. P. Daendliker, the 
representative of the firm of Messrs. Volkart 
Brothers, and Silva, the storekeeper, were 
charged by Mr. H. C. P. Bell, deputy collector 
of customs, with transporting kerosene oil be- 
fore it was tested by the officer appointed by 
the government for the purpose. Acting So- 
licitor-General C. P. Layard and Crown 
Counsel Fisher appeared for the pros- 
ecution, and Messrs. F. C. Loos and 
R. E. Perera, proctors, for the de- 
fense. The accused pleaded guilty to the 
charge, Mr. Layard stated that,as Mr. Daend- 
liker undertook not to transport the oil again 
until the required test was made and the cer- 
tificate given, the Crown will be satisfied with 
anominal punishment. Mr. Loos submitted 
that the offense wascommitted entirely under 
a misapprehension, and that the oil was im- 
ported for other parties,” who were allowed to 
remove it. 

The court reserved judgment till Monday 
next.—Times of Ceylon, June 2, 1888.

It is said 
to be watery, smoky, and liable to crack chim- 
neys. Perhapsall this may not be true, but 
there can be no doubt that persons whocon- 
demn it have nointerest in the kerosene trade,

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Natural Gas in Utah. 


Elias Jensen has made a big strike of natural 
gas at his place near Brigham City, Utah. He 
was sinking a drive well for water and struck 
the gas at a depth of 350 feet. The Utah Jour- 
nal says: So strong was the force that the 
mud and water were thrown into the air toa 
height of from 100 to 150 feet, producing an 
effect similar to some of the geysers in Na, 
tional Park. This throwing up continued un- 
til considerable of a mound, consisting of blue 
clay and sand, was formed. Mr. Jensen was 
afraid that the mud, etc., which was being 
thrown out, would cover up his house and 
damage his land,so he endeavored to stop it 
by placing a huge rock over the end of the 
pipe. The rock had not remained in its po- 
sition long before the action of the sand and 
water had worn a hole through it, thus allow- 
ing the mud and water to escape as before, 
This flow was kept up until it was stopped by 
the caving in of the sides of the hole below the 
point to which the pipe had been driven. The 2 
caving in stopped the upheaval of mud and 
water to a considerable extent, but did not 
diminish the flow of gas. Occasionally it will 
shoot off with terrific force and scatter mud in 
all directions, A correspondent writing to the s 
Enterprise, says: 
“The natural gas well near Brigham City is 
proving a sort of holy terror to the man who 
made it. He don’t know what to do with it, 
and now wishes that he had kept his auger out 
of the ground. Instead of getting the stream 
of water he needed, he awoke a demon for 
which he has no use. It surpasses anything of 
the kind ever heard of in this country. A 
two-inch pine board was put over the pipe, 
and in 4 short time the gas and sand bored a 
hole entirely through it; then an iron elbow 
was put on the pipe to direct the gas away 
from the owner's residence, and in a short time 
the sand and gravel striking against the elbow 4 
wore it out, and the gas continued to flow ina > 
perpetual line, throwing up large quantities 5 
of send and gravel more than 40 felt above the 


ground,”—Virginia City, Nevada, Enterprise.

The Chemical Industry of Belgium. 


Belgium, owing its wealth to mining pro- 
ducts, has been pre-eminently fitted for in- 
dustrial production, while at the same time 
the numerous waterways which traverse the 
land, as well as an extended network of rail- 
ways, contribute in no small degree towards 
the development of her industries. 

The nation itself is able to dispose of very 
important finances, as, in addition to numer- 
ous foreign capitalists being largely interested 
in Belgian undertakings, she possesses on the 
one hand some extremely large establish- 
ments, while onthe other hand there exist a 
large number of works belong ng to private 
individuals, 

Now, as regards the actual chemical indus- 
tries (if we except a few special branches of 
the wholesale technical trade) the same occu- 
pies a very subordinate position when com- 
pared toits extension in Germany, inasmuch 
as in most chemical products the trade is lim- 
ited to one of importation exclusively. The 
cause of this state of affairs is almost exclu- 
sively due to the Belgian policy of free trade, 
which permits the importation of almost 
every article of chemical industry free, while 
the neighboring countries have more or less 
excluded the same by means of protective 
duties. 

In view of this circumstance, and at the 
same time assisted by their favorable posi- 
tion, the neighboring producing countries, 
such as England, Germany and France, pour 
their surplus production with preference into 
Belgium, which country, owing to its extend- 
ed industries, is an important consumer of 
chemicals. The native chemical industry can 
with difficulty, therefore, hold its own against 
this three-fold competition, inasmuch as the 
prices are mostly very depressed; indeed, are 
frequently quoted below the ordinary market 
prices of the producing country. If, conse- 
quently, every branch of chemical industry is 
not represented in the country, we are never- 
theless unable nowhere to mention a percep- 
tible gap. 

In the first instance, the chemical industry 
of Belgium consists in the manufacture of (1) 
soda. Here we must mention Solvay & Co., 
with three works in Belgium, who also manu- 
facture ammonia, phosphate of lime, ete. (2 
Mineral acids, chloride of lime; (3) manures, 
(4) sugar, and there exist (a) sugar factories 
and (b) sugar refineries. 

There further exist manufactories which 
produce photographic dry plates (Ghent), in 
which a considerable export trade is done. 
For exportation there are also oil refineries, 
soap and stearine candle works, 

Germany, in competition with France, ex- 
ports to Belgium principally (1) aniline and 
mineral colors, ultramarine, alizarine, etc.; 
(2) chemical pharmaceutical and chemical- 
photographic preparations; (3) etheric oils. 
(For these there is not a single factory in Bel- 
gium, although the greater number of them 
pay aduty of 10 per cent. ad valorem.) (4) 
lead combinations—leaa oxide, sugar of lead, 
white lead, etc. (5) acetic acid for the prep- 
aration of vinegar. This latter article was 
subjected to a high import duty from the be- 
ginning of 1887,which in June was raised again 
to 187°5 francs per 100 kilos, 

England exports there more especially 
wholesale technical products, such as chrome 
salts, chlorate of potash, caustic soda, aniline 
oil, oxalic acid, chloride of lime, varnishes, 
large quantities of mineral colors, (metallic 
oxides, etc). 

In the industries closely allied to chemistry, 
Belgian manufactures consist mainly of num- 
erous glass works with a very large export 
trade, which mainly produce plate and win- 
dow glass, the plate glass manufacture being 
a very important branch; however, they most 
all carry on their manufacture without a 
chemist. To say the least, the metal industry 
is equally as extensive, especially the zinc, 
iron and steel industry. Here we must refer 

to an enormous works with over 10,000 hands 
employed; the zinc works of the Societe An- 
onyme de la Veille Montague; the industry 
of tinned and enamelled iron pots (Gosselies 
has four, Brussels three, and Namur one fac- 
tory), in which there is an important export 
trade carried on with all countries, even with 
Germany. Inaddition to this there are num- 
erous engineering works. 

We must also mention the Fayence porce- 
lain and earthenware industries, afew of the 
works employing resident chemists. Owing

Russian Kerosene in Ceylon. 


At present the stores are filled with Russian 
oil (ex Castle Eden), which seems to be rapidly 
coming into favor. Up till quite recently al- 
most the whole of the oil consumed in the 
island was American oil brought down in sail- 
ing vessels, but trial shipments of Batoum oil 
have been made in steamers, and the best re- 
sults obtained. To begin with, the voyage by 
steamer from the Black sea is necessarily very 
much shorter than that by sailing vessel from 
New York, the former occupying perhaps a 
month, the latter often as much as five 
months, and involving of necessity a very 
much larger percentage of leakage. Petro- 
leum from New York by sailer seldom turned 
out less than 14% per cent leakage, whilst Rus- 
sian shipments hitherto have averaged abeut 
\% per cent, which makes a very considerable 
difference to importers. The Russian oil also 
seems to be of better quality than the Ameri- 
can, and although not packed quite so neatly, 
this defect will no doubt soon be remedied. 
The Batoum oil, too, is as clear and clean as 
the purest water, and is said to be a superior 
article. If that be so, our Yankee friends will 
have to pull themselves together, or be con- 
tent to see their oil trade with the East—one 
of no inconsiderable magnitude—pass entirely 
from them. In 1887 119,140 packages of kero- 
sene oil were imported into Colombo, equal to 
about 960,000 gallons, and the quantity in- 
creases every year, as the natives take more 
and more to the use of this oil for lighting 
purposes, instead of the vegetable oils in use.

Alizarine is inquired for to a moderate de- 
gree, but buyers’ wants have been for the 
most part small, and have been supplied by 
dealers in a matter of fact way. Our previous 
quotations of 18@2Vc continue to rule. 


Bichromate of Potash—The market shows no 
change from last week. Trading, while by no 
means active, has been considered fair for the 
season, as the present time generally wit- 
nesses the market in a quiet condition.

Manufacture of Aniline.

The operative present possessed the 
most admirable courage to tear out the pipe, 
and at the very moment when he cast it on 
one side combustion took place. 

Spontaneous ignition can also take place 
when—purposely or accidentally—the stirrers 
are thrown out of gear during the time that 
mixing-acid is flowing into the apparatus. 
This latter then falls through the light car- 
bonaceous matter without being able to dis- 
charge its nitric acid, Should the stirring ap- 
paratus be again set in motion, then suddenly 
an excessively strong heating of the mixture 
takes place, which can even reach as far as 
combustion. Should several apparatus be 
connected with each other in such a manner 
that they meet in one general drawing-of 
pipe for the escaping nitrous acid, then com- 
bustion and occasionally explosions occur in 
all the apparatus.—Chemiker Zeitung.
